The reservoir holds 
a supply snllioient to serve tho city for 
seven days iu euse of a break in the main. 
Consumers get tho water at a trilling ra te.

The deceased, was a man of more tharr

The Financial Arrangements for Build- 
ing the Canadiatt- Western 
Satisfactorily Made. 

A Railway Line That Will Very 
Largely Aid in Developuig 
the Prdvineei . 



Purinf; the legiHlative aession of 1SS9 u 
cihirlcr wi\3 granted R. P. Rithot, Thos. 
Jlaile, Y. S. Barnard, E. Or. -Prior, J. Reed, 
unci H. 1'. Bell, to build a line of railway 
to from Wellington to Seymour Narrows, crosa- 
^ '.Jibg tliis narrow channel to Bute lulot and 
!-^. thence through tho Chilcoten Plains und 
Cariboo to the Vollowhead Pass (Teto Jiiuno 
Caclie) on the oaatern boandary of the Pro- 
vince. Tho late Hon. Robfc. Dunsmuir was 
[I wiirni advocate of this line, and had it not 
heeu for hia untimely demise, he would have 
rimclo it hia special business to interest fcr- 
eifin capital with that of hia own to carry 
out tho project. Little was done 
until the year ISOO, .when tlie aclu-iiie was 
laid betore Messrs. Oakes and Vilhvrd of 
the Northern Pacific, and negotiations had 
advanced to the point where Mr. Uitliet 
had A conference with these gentlemen. The 
financial trouble shortly intervened, and 
nothing further .could be hoped from the 
northern. ^ , . , „ 

During the fall of 1891, Col. A. J. Kane 
had business in Victoria and intimated that 
he was looking for aome large sohomo to 
proMiolo, lio having a financial connection 
whicli WU3 capable of handling any 
project. The Canadian Western was 
Eubniitted to him, and he at once 
wont to work. As in the promotion 
of all largo cntnrprisea, auccess was not to 
bo luul without some preliminary draw- 
backs. Finally, however, Frank Bakeman 
& Co., of Chicago, became interested in the 
scheme, and Mr. Hakeman visited Victoria 
in August of tho paat year. Various pro- 
liminaries were agreed upon, and Mr. Bake- 
man left Victoria, after u six weeks' stay, 
with un Hgreenient between Mr. R. 1'. 
Rithet, trustee of tho original com- 
pany, and Mr. Bakeman as trustee 
of the new company. Since then 
he has been in Chicago and Xew 
York presenting tho project to capitalists. 
Capital is always timid and auspicious, but 
having acceaa to the centres of finance, .Mr. 
Bukeman has succeeded in floating a 
scheme whereby its successful carrying out 
is assured. Recent advices by letter and 
wire from him state that there is no per- 
adventure on this point. 

Of course, the men who have now become 
associated with tho enterprise, while con- 
eenting to finance the road and build it, 
look for the faithful carrying out of the 
promises made to Mr. Balceman when 
here, that both city and province 
would afford all reasonable aid to the un- 
dertaking. There is scarcely anyone who 
will question the wisdom of promoting in 
every possible way the building of a line of 
railway that will iicoomplish so much jn the 
development of the resources of the island 
and mainland of British G<Anmbia. The 
lino to the northern part of .the island will 
paaa through land richly favored 
in natural resources, .and branches 
here and there would bring every 
district into touch with tho busy 
world without. Thegrazing andagricultural 
lands of Chilcotin and Cariboo, the gold 
mines of the latter, and tho great undevel- 
oped region to the north and east in the 
Peace River basin, would be brought within 
reach of the agriculturalist and the miner. 
Running through the centre instead of the 
edge of the province, as in the case of the 
Canadian Pacific, tho British Pacific Rail- 
way would influence for the better a vast 
arcii of terrilury to the north and south of 
the main Hue. 

Application is already made to tho Legis- 
lature to change the name of the line from 
the Canadian Western Central to the 
"British Pacific," a name that at once con- 
veys to the reader an idea of the section in 
which it is in operation. Powers to buihl 
branches to the head waters of the Skeena 
and into the Peace river country are also 
.asked for, besides other changes in the 
original charter. 

' ■'When completed the British P.icitic will 
' .'terminate at Victoria, thus giving it an ail- 
. vantage over every other transcontinental 
railway in the matter of sea freighting. 
Navigation in the Straits to this point is 
without danger the year round, and 
t'lis is tho nearest point to the ocean 
wlicie a safe and convenient harbor can 
be found. The building of the line would 
necessitate increased ocean dockage, al- 
though, through tho enterprise of Mr. 
Rithet, Victoria is well off in this respect 
witli the present wharfage. But, aside 
from the heneOt that would directly 
result to Victoria, the line is one in which 
the whole I'rovinoe is interested, a.s it would 
be the means of opening up its resources to 
development and thus largely aid iu the 
' building up of a sparsely settled area into 
'. populous and wealthy centres.

The Year of Our Lord 1892 was a year of 
comparative quietall over the world. There 
v/oro ruinora of wars now and then, hut 

happily none of these riunors tiirneil out to 
be u-oli-foiuule.l. Tliey, however, moat 
likely etVeoteil the object for which they 
were created, which was to excite that part 
of the difforent eommunities whioli oomposo 
the civilized world that dourly loves a. 
sensation, and to give those who compose it 
goiiiothing to talk about. 

TUK l'K,^Tl],l:.\CK, 

however, has been abroad, ami mauy of our 
fellow-creatures suffered from famioe. 
The cholera continued its march westward 
wicb a speed that eould almost be measured 
and with a certainty it was safe to calculate 
upon. It did it3 deadly work in Persia and 
sUtlked through Ilussiii, marking its course 
by the graves of lliose whom it had stricken. 
It reached Germany and made Hamburg its 
headquarters. It appeared in that city 
about the Ist of August and found in it the 
<;ondition8 under which it flourishes. From 
tlie 1st of that month to lliu "JOtli, tlierc 
were eit;!ny-si.^ cases, but from tlie "JUth to 
tho ."Oth tlicre were i),U0O cases 
aad t.OOO deaiiis. Before the end 
of September tlierc were 17,000 
oases and 0,000 deatW The mortality in 
Germany startled every country in Europe 
and America. Tho pestilence reacheil 
.Antwerp, and did some harm there. I; 
touched Frunce, hut very lightly. It baiely 
glared at Great Britain, wliutlier it wjs l)e- 
cauao I'rovidenoo waa merciful or because 
the British authorities used in time the 
means which the laws by which the world 
is governed require to keep away the 
cholera, and to make it inuocuou?, i.i per- 
haps uncertain, but the disease pas.'jcd Ijy 
the British Islands without doiug llieir, any 
}tarm. It continued its fell course across 
the ocean, and was intercepted at Kew 
York. The quarantine there was not what 
it ought to have been, and the pas.seiigers in 
■the tainted steamers were subjected to un- 
iiccossaiy suii'ering and inconvenience, but 
liie means u.ied proved edVclud in [jrevent- 
iug the spread of the disease. IVovideu- 
tially the dread traveller did not visit this 
Dominion. If it had, it would have found 
.the preparations to stop its course alto- 
.rgether insufficient. Inquiries revealed that 
the quarantine arrangements at (Irosae Isle 
•were altogether inadc'iuatc, and that 
^Halifax and St. John were not fortified 
-against such an enemy. Everyone knows 
jiow easily cholera could effect an 
entrance on this side of the DominioD. 
There is nothing here that could impede its 
profjreaa for a day. It is to be hoped that 
the warnin:^ given la.st ."uninier v, ill .stinu;- 
lale tlic authorities on tliis continent to 
prompt and effective action, for it is not 
Itaown yet whether the cholera on either 
side of the Atlantic is at the present 
moment dead or only sleeping and resting. 

GKKAT BBITACK. 

In the Mother Country the festivities of 
llie Nev,' 'I'ear hardly end;:d, wlion I'lince 
p; hvard, Duke of ('larence, the o'de.'it son of 
fcho I'rinee of Wale.s, sickened and died. 
Ife v.'aa only twenty-eight ye:ii: of ag(; i..nd 
was soon to be married to Ilia cousin, the 
Princess May. It is said that Royalty ia 
fceoomiiig unpopular in the Mother Country, 
liut the grief manifested by the whole 
nation when tho news of the unexpected 
death of the young I'rince brcame jjublie, 
showed beyond the .sliadow uf a ih.ulit that 
there ia a tender spot in the heart of the 
British people for the Boyal Family. The 
expressions of sorrow were not formal and 
of&cial; they were spontaneous, were .(i i , 
everywhere, and made by men and wdii;. h 
of all classes and condition.). 

A Prince of thol'liuioh of Moine, (\udin;il 
jSIauning. died ou tho same day as the 
Duke of Claicnco ended his short 
earthly career, Tho mourning for llii.s 
great and good man was not confined to t hv. 
niembers of the church of which ho wa i va: 
distingui'shed a miuister. Men of all creeds 
ami men o! no creed at all lovod and veuer- 
atod Cardinal Maniur.j;. He lived to n-i'. 
the W..11 of prejudico t li;).l oi.(je lUoo,! lie- 
twoon him and the I'rotcstanta of his native 
land completely broken down. AVhen men 
saw that this eminent ecolcsiostio devoted 
hia life to tho good of ill's felloiv-men, that 
he was an lilnclislmian through and through, 
iliitl that xvl-..'!i iiiiy ch.'^.-i of i:!;, i ininli ymi/n 
iiccdci hi? hi Ip li'' i..>.iv i-i i;ivi' ii 

with all his heiirt and to ih.; uL:i!o,,t e.vleiit 
of his ability, they forgot that his creed 
waa difforent from their own, Thoy saw in 
him only thb large-hearted philautbroplat 
and tlio active and practical social reformer/ 



A e iiitemporary writer s:iid : " I'lie .'^olenui 
\'MU: l1i.ii London witnessed when 'ihe great 
Cardinal of .the conimoti people lay in stale, 
holding, ns it were, a last audience, to which 
all wore welcome, has had no parallel in our 
tiino as a popular tribute to the incarnation 
of a groat spiritual and moral force." 

On tlio list day of the first month of tlio 
year that is gone another great minister 
of religion departed this life. Tho name of 
Spurgeou is familiar to all Protestants who 
apcuk the English language, no matter to 
what denomination they may belong. He, 
too, iu his day, conquered prejudice and ex- 
torted respect and esteem from thousanda 
who had an iilinost instinctive dislike of di 
sent t:.ud dissenters. And Mr. Spurgcon 
iMis, and continued to be to tho end of his 
days, an out-and-out dissenter. But he was 
a good as well aa a gifted man, and lie bo 
ojmo a moral force not onK in Great Britain 
but in the Colonie.s and the United .States. 
One indicfUion of how eompletely lie con 
quered prejudice and denominational dis 
like was the fact that during his illness ho 
was called upon by the wife and the 
daughter of the Archbishop of Canterbury 
In his case, as in that of Cardinal Manning, 
goodness and singleness of jiurpose, unite 
with L'reat intellectunl endowiiients, won 
national conlidence aud esteem, iu spite of 
all adverse conditions and circumstances. 

THE FALL OF THE SALISllfUY MINISTRY 
and tlie dia-ohition of I'.irlianu'iit a]ipeared 
even ul tlui l)eginning of the yen- a fiire- 
gune eonclu.siiJii. Although the. pi'liey 
of ib.e (Uivernment, luth home and 
foreig!), liad been wise aud had pro- 
duced successful results, there were 
indications that it hud fallen iu tho esteem 
of the people. Tho number ef by-elect ioi, 
that went against it diseouiagcd the Coi 
servutive piirty and led them to feur defeat 
when an appeal should he nuule to the elec- 
tors. NVhou a Parliameut met there was 
abnuJant evidence that the supporters of 
the (iovernment had lost heart, and of 
airse the Opposition were correspondingly 
cluerful and aggressive. .Mr. Balfour, too, 
aa leader of the House of t"o!iimuu.s, a', lirst 
diaappoiuted his friends. As .Secretary for 
Ireland he hiul gained a high reputation aa a 
prnclical statesm iri,and, oonfcquently, great 
things woro e.vpected of him when he took 
the place of the Icto W. H. Smith, a nuiu 
greatly his inferior iu nuiuy respects. But 
it turned out that Mr. Balfour, able as ho 
was, lacked the qualilies which made a 
much leas able mau a tolerably cuccessful 
kader of tho House. Mr. Balfour's meas 
tues, too, were unfortunate. His Irish 
Local Government bill was not popular with 
tho Conservative party, and in advocating 
it Mr. T'alfoiir did not show to advant.vge. 
Tlic Irish Education bill was not much betti r 
liked aud, tons^quont'y, the work of 
the .s'.t.sion lagged and the Government 
\o-A btrcngth iu the country. While 
I'uiliament was sitting tho London 
County Council election took place, 
and what was ciUed the Progressive Party 
gained a enmplete victory. Although it 
was proclaimed that parly politics had 
nutliing to do with this county election, 
that it was purely a local contest, aud that 
national issues were not either directly or 
indirectly involved in it, as soon as the 
contest was over tho Liberals professed ,to 
regard it aa a victory for their party and 
their principles. Although this was not 
the truth, the loud boasting and conlident 
predictions of the Opposition appeared to 
iliscourage the Conservatives and to cause 
them to believe that a general election 
would be to the Conservative party moat 
disastrous. The frankness of men of both 
parties with respect to the coming contest 
was, lo a Canadian politician, very remark- 
able. In estimating the strength of parties, 
the Conservatives took very little trouble 
to encourage their supporters. Every 
county and borough in Great Britain was 
visited by men skilled in engineering eh c- 
li(jnB, and the results of their com])UtationH 
were publi.shed in the nowap ipers. 'J'l 
final result of this political survey was 
moat unsatisfactory to men of both parties. 
There were so many sure scats for the Con- 
servatives and so many sure seats for the 
Liberals, but thero waa such a number of 
.seats uncertain that it was r|uile 
as ilillhjull to C'lme to an inl' lligciil opinion 
as to wdiicli aide waa likely to win after 
tho work of estimating tho strength of 
parlies in the different constituencies had 
been done as before it waa comnnMo i il. The 
diite, loo, of the dissolution uas pie.lieti.d 
by outaideia tomo con.sidcr.iiile tin-.e betrire 
it actually took jdaec. The ( ; ovennm.i: t , it 
appeared, gave the Oppotition every oppor- 
tunity to prepare for the election. The 
f.iibcrala were sure from the first of winning, 
but as time advanced thoy wore less and 
less confident of gaining a sweeping major- 
ity, and before the eleetioii.s eanu- (ui their 
lone li:id !i)\V( red vi ry e'on.si. lei . lily. i.-.it 
fioui the very liral the Conservatives wc;e 
discouraged by the certainty of defe.it. 
Tliiir leaders look veiy little trouble lo 
! 1)1 ivc this impression, which, as tho event 
PiommI, was not by any means warranted 
by the .state of tho country. A party whioh 
emcrs a contest almost, if not allogcthor, 
ei iliiin of defeat is at a tcD-ible disadvai'.- 
ta.;e limit a parly biii'yed up by I he eer- 
t duly i)f \ ictory. When llio election did 
take |diie(i tho sniullness of the Liberal 
m ijoriiy must have been a surprise to the 
leaders of tho victorious parly. A majority 
of forty iu a House of more than Hix< 
hundred is not greatly to be dependeil upon. 
Iloivner, ou the strength ef lliat majnril y a 
(iovernnieut has been formed. The year 
which we have just entered will show 
whether Mr. Glad.stone's victory v/urj or was 
not a i-.U'j'.es.i, 

Ireluiii, ;-iuce tin aCL.'-.s.d. .n of 'he Lib- 
eials lo jioaer, h is been tolerably peaeetul. 
'I he i' a iu.'llites, however, have not become 
reconciled to tho Auli-Parnollites, The 
breach between them seems as wide os over. 
I^eithor has Ulster become reconciled to 
Home Rule. Many of the North of Ireland 
men declare thfit the way ' in which the 



uleciioiis were carried on justifies their 
w.irst fears aa to the treatment iliey would 
receive if ihe Homo Kulera had the power 
in Ireland which they have bcea seeking to 
obtain. . Mr. Morloy's Land Commission 
has proved a coniplote failure. It has given 
aalisfuotion to no one, neither tenaula nor 
bindlords nor the public at large. 

i:\ti:nsions of Tin; k.mi'IKi:. 
Two great companies have boon working 
hard during, the year to develop) Southern 
and Eastern Africa. Their operations have 
been attended with a large measure of auc- 
eoss. The Iviat Atriea Conijiany has found 
ih.e taak of occupying Uganda loo nuich for 
its resources, and will in a month or two 
retire from tho country, but only to be re- 
placed by an agent of the Imperial Govern- 
ment. Capt. Lugard's course in retaiuiug 
possession of that country haa received 
the approbation of the British pub- 
lic, and t!ic jirojiosed abandonment 
of tho region liiis, as much Ihrougli the 
inlluenco of public opinion as auytliing else, 
been rejected. The South Africa coin- 
pnny has been suooeasful in developing 
.Maslionaland and opening up other parts of 
the D.^rk Continent. Mr. lUioJea, premier 
of Ca[ie C.-IoMj, uiis ilone nmeli to impress 
ll'.e lieo))!;' of I'h, ;!:.': . v, i h in.' ni'..'esaity of 
occupying .uul redeennng aa nmch of the 
Continent us possible. He believes, and has 
brought others to believe, that these wild 
regions of Afiica will be, before very long, 
an;i)ng the most important possessions of 
Crei'.t Britain. He proposes to bring 
Uganda into lelegiaphii; communication 
with Cape Colony, aud in lime to extend 
the wires through to Egypt. These im- 
provements in connection with tho perman- 
ent occupation of Uganda will, it is bo- 
lieveil, do more towards tiio suppression of 
tho slavo trade than anything that has yet 
been done in tiial direction. 

EUiiui-i:. 

The year haa been a lively one in Ger- 
many. The Voung Emperor is not likely to 

allow his people to fall asleep. His pro- 
posals to make religious education com- 
pulsory ami to regulate the drinking habits 
of the people, created nuitc a stir in ail 
parts of the Empire. Both meaaurea 
met with a strong opposition, and 
the Einporor considered it prudent 
to withdraw his iMlucalion Bill, 
and he seems lo liave made up Ilia mind lo 
leave the care of the morals of hia people to 
tho ordinary teachers and iuatitutiona. He 
roused tho iudigculiou of uot a few by au 
impulsive speech which he made at Bran- 
denburg, in tho course of which ho hinted 
very plainly that those w ho were not sati i- 
flod with his Government had better leave 
the country. But in t'pite of his iniimh.ive 
U'jli, ar,d his rash ul ter.uice.s, the (ierui.in 
I'^mperor seems to bo a prudent ruler, who 
has the good of his country at heart. He 
haa evidently set his heart upon increasing 
his army, whioh many believe ia already too 
large for the resources of the country, and 
has had bills introduced to cITect this pur- 
pose, and to meet the additiomd expense to 
be incurred. Here, again, he has mot op- 
position that has ])roved unexpoctedly 
strong, and the indications are that he will 
have to give up his cherished project. Bis- 
marck has continued to act the part of a 
reluad politician. Thero dees not appear 
to lie much cither of patriotism or dignity 
in hi.s oppoailion to the Emperor's policy, 
lli.s complaints and his groH Is seem to be 
inspired rather by personal ressntmeut and 
foiled ambition, than by regard for the wel- 
fare of hia country. It is evident that Bis- 
marck does not stand so high iu tho 
estimation of tho world as he 
did when the Voung Emii^ror 
jnded the llu-oiie. He is a great man, 
and will always be a great mau, but jm t 
now he is aeon through a cloud of his ow n 
creation.

prising facility, and with no alteration in 
the policy ot the naliou. .M. Louljel b'.'- 
came Premier in ^larch, and he resigned in 
disgust in Decombcr. During tho interval 
ho had many narrow escapes. In dealing 
with the Anarehiats ho showed aucli a want 
of nerve as to diaguht tlie conservative ]iart 
of the nation. \N lieii the wii t'.h B iiaeliid 
had aaeiiliecd life to his maligni'y, he and 
his partners in crime were dealt with with a 
leniency which was almost criminal, and ii 
was not until after tho nation, in u way that 
couh! not be di ireg-irued, liein nided that 
he receive tliii punishment due to Lis i rimes, 
thill he WHS bioughr, hi fore' the trihiruals to 
kill. Il l '.■ f"r aiii/lluT crime', ami reeeived the 
luatli senleuee. When the miners of 
Caruiaux set the lau- at rlellanoe, and in- 
sisted upon carrying out Iheir oivu plans, 
M. Loubot weakly temporized with the 
violators of tho law, and bronglit down 
upon himself the ii;ilignalion (^f all who 
ii ed ; Iu: l;iv.- to he .'-upreme. lie nar- 
r.jv. ly escaped lii feal ou both of thcao oeca- 
ioiis. It was not untU he was goaded be- 
yond endurance by tho men who were de- 
termined tu find out the truth about the

and who Wfio disgusted with the iiuliU'er- 
ence exhibited by ti;e ( iovemni'. nt, wh.ich 
to them appeared almost like eonuivancc 
with the evil doers, that ho throw down the 
reins of government.

1'be 
revelations that are being made show thai

Nothing of any groat importance to the 
outside world has happened in Buaaia dur- 



ing the. year. The people have been elowly 
reeoi-eriiig frim llie fearful visitation of 
pe.slileiice and famine. It was said that the 
suffering for . want of food haanqtyetoeascd, 
but this report ' has' hot 'been confirmed. 
Tho cruelty with which the iTuwh are being 
treated has ex died llie indignation uf the 
world. Tho cruelty ia denied by some of the 
frieiula of Russia. But tho thousands of poor 
Jews who have boon compelled to leave 
their native land to seek homes, in foreign 
countriea is an ' answer to that denial that 
cannot bo gainsaid. 

f.NiTi;i> .s'r.vrKs, 

The iireaidential election has occupied 
public al lent ion in the IJidled Stales almost 
lo the excluaiou of every other subject 
.Mr. Ifan isou was nominated in Minneapolis 
chielly through the influence of the otiice 
holdcra, and Mr. Cleveland was nominated 
at Cliieiigo in tho fac3 of the most strenuous 
opposition of many of the bosaea of hia 
party. 'I'he result of tiic election is fresh 
iu tho memory of every one. The American 
people have chosen as their President for 
the next four years a mun who is in every 
respect tho representative of the lionefit and 
iiidopendeut electora. He wdll bring both 
eonseieneo ami principlii into I he adnunis- 
ir.aieu of the aH'ailM of the United State:), 
ami it remaiua lo bo seen wlu'iher or uot the 
iiom SI politician can live and thrive in the 
aimosphoro of tho Republic. 

The Behring Sea i|iiestion ha.a been put in 
shape for arbitration during the p i-:t yeiir. 
It was a surprise to many that Mr. Blaine 
abamloiied the claim to .-overeignty over 
that sea duiing the negotiations. It wiia 
believed that the whole American ease 
rested upon that claim and that with- 
out it tho United States (iovernment 
would not bo ablo lo allernpt to 
justify its seizure of British vessiils on 
the high .sens in thai part of tiie I'acilie 
Ocean. Thero arc mauy Americans who arc 
of this opinion. They believe that the 
Amorizan Government has no oaae at all to 
present to the Arbitrators. 

The strikes and the outrages by which 
they have been attended is a rumarknble 
feature of the history of lliu year in ti e 
United Statea. In TeDDcaaee, iu Cn-ur 
d'AIene, in Buffalo, in Homestead and in 
New Orleans, strikes have attained formid- 
able dimensions and, in most of them, tl c 
violence has been so serious as to render it 
necessary to e.ill out the State Mililin. 
An important lieuision \\:'S given by the 
Chief Juatico of i'euusylvania to the clleet 
that to take up arms to oppose the otiieers 
of tho State in tho execution of tho law, is 
high treason. The soundness of this decis- 
ion was questioned at tho time, but we have 
not sei n that any competent authority has 
lironouneed it, ( rroncons. Acts of violence 
and re.aislanoo to the huv by strikers and 
others arc always lo be deprecated. It ia 
greatly lo be hoped thai aomo means 
will be found in tho United Statea 
and elsewhere to settle labor disputes 
both amioably and equitably. The strikes 
of the' year in all cinintries have 
been numerous. They have bicn pto- 
duetive of great loss and much aulVeiiiig, 
and the good they have done to either tho 
working men or tho employers is ao email az 
not to be visible to tho eyo of the ordinary 
observer. 

Tin: DOMINION. 

Canadians have during the year pursued 
the even tenor of their way. They have 
not been disturbed by revolutions or by uu- 
ploaaant agitation of any kind. Sir .John 
Abbott found that he could not, in'justieu 
lo himaelf, continue at tho head of the Gov- 
ernment, ond resigned his position as Pre- 
mier, He had adn;inistercd the afl'iiirs of 
lliC Dominion pru'lciilly and wilh gre;a 
success, and his resiguutiou was deplored 
by men of all parties. Sir John Thompson 
waa called to take his place, and he has 
succeeded in re-forming the Government in 
such a way as it is reasonable to believe 
will give satisfaction to tho country. Sir 
.John himself has won golden opinions from 
all with whom he haa come in contact. He 
enjoys the full conlidence of the Conserva- 
livo party. lie ia known to be a reliable 
man. He haa splendid abilities, and he has 
what makes these abilities of use to his 
country— high integrity and stability 
of ch;ir:ieter. Ili.a p:isl course justi- 
lii's tlu: i.oiehision that as long a.a he 
r''ii;aiiu, al lie: !ii,;ul of the (lovernmeni ihe 
lieople of Canada will sutler no injury from 
ill-adviaod administrative acta, or from 
hasty aud ill-considered legislation. 

■ .\T HO.M ]■:. 

The people of this iirovinoe have to 
deplore tho death of the Hon. John Bobson. 
Ho died in tlicir service almost in tho very 
act of trying lo confer upon them what he 
regarded aa a very gre:it benelit. lb; wa.a a 
faitlifiii, as well as a judicious administrator 
• )f tile ad'airs of thy province. Ho deserves, 
us ho occupies, a high place in tho memory 
of British Columbians. 

Tho Government was ro-organi/.sd under 
the preniier.'^hip of llic Hon. Theodore 
Divie. The Hon, Col. Baker was taken 
into the Minhstry. The addition haa hi en 
].i:pul.ir, and we Inivc no doubt il will prove 
valuable, Tho new Uoverumciit was 
hardly installed when it had a moat 
serious difficulty to face. Tho sniall- 
jiox had been brought to the couu- 
iry and had, through ihc defeeiive 
ipiaraiitinG arrangements, gained a fooling 
iu Vancouver and Victoria. In Ihu lalicr 
city its spread became alarming. Th" 
inunicipil authorities saw the diar.ce 
! preadiiig from house to houao ,iiul 
from street to street without be- 
ing idile to do anything to .slay 
Ihe ]da;;ue. Tliey were, in fael, 
|:,u':dy,'. 'd. 'I'lie Covernineul :;a'.',' thai s.,nie- 
ihing musl, bo done, and that encrgeticiUy 
and promptly. Thoy were equal to tho oo- 
c.iaion. Dr. Davie was appointed Health 
Otlicer for tho Province ond Health regiilii 
lions were proclaimed aud enforced. Under 
the supervision of tho Government tho as. 
peot of affairs was soon changed. A hospi 



tul was erected to receive sma/lpox pa- 
tients. Patients were isolated an/1 tlio.se 
with whom they had come in contact p5aced 
in quarantine. For a few days after these, 
measures wore taken the aimiUpox eases con 
tinned to increase. But tho good elVects of 
tho (hivornmeiit's promptitude were soon 
seen. Tho now cases became fewer and 
fower, and in a surprisingly short time tho 
disease ceased to spread and may bo said to 
have been eompletely stamped out. The effect 
was not produced without oppoaition. The 
Municipal authorities ussoonastheyrecover- 
ed from their fright liegaii lotind faults aud in- 
stead of accoudiug the ofTorta of the Health 
Oilieur, did what thoy could to obstruct and 
to bring him and hia methods into disre- 
pute. So bitter waa their opposition I hat it 
may be said with truth that the .si mil 1- 
pox was stamped out in Vicloria witlion i 
any help from its City Council. 

Tho development of tho Kootenay country 
ia tho moat memorable feature of the history 
of the Province for the year 1892. Almost 
every week brought news ot some fresh dis- 
covery from that district. Mining camps 
were formed and mining towns arose us if 
by magic. 'J'lie work of the development 
has only jusl begun. Every ouo who vitits 
the I I gion is impreaaed with its immense 
capabilities, ifud it Is confidently declared 
by experienced men that it ia the richest 
mining region of America. 

A PROGRESSIVE MAYOR. 

We e.re ]ileased to learn that the rcijnisi- 
lidii lo .Mr. Dalliy haa bajii so numerously 
signed. We. are not suiijrised that enter- 
jiriaing citizens war.t to liai e a progresaivo 
man for Mayor. They do not want their 
city to come to a audden ataudstill, aud 
they do not want a Mayor who will con- 
sider it bis duty to throw cold water on 
every proposal that savors ot cbangu or 
progress. The wct-hlanket style of man ia 
not the man to jiut at llie head cf 
the aH'aira of the city, which must move 
with tho times. Mr, Dalby ia an onterpri.i- 
ing man, working in the city, and his inter- 
ests are, involved in its welfare. Ii is as 
much hia business to promote its interests 
as it is lo increiuu.; hia own prosperity. Like 
all other workin.' eitizens, hia ailvauceinent 
ia bound up with that of tho city. Ho can- 
not all'ord to look idly on while the city ia 
going backward, or while niattera injurious 
to it are suffered to go on without check.

Paint worlcs, located at Janion'a wliarf, is 
now one of tho actual niaiuifacturiug in- 
dustries of this city. Tho local works 
are tliorougiily equipped with the neces- 
sary machinery to turn out all kinds of 
colors, both dry and ground in oils, as 
well as tlie numerous articles generally 
produced in such factories. The central 
works are located at Montreal, and have 
gained an onviiiblo reputation for the 
uniform excellcnco of their products, 
'and 'Mr. Forreator, tho niaungor of tho 
■Victoria eatabJishment, proposes ko leave 
no,eflforb unturned to see that his factory 
iikept up to the standard of headquar- 
ters. 

The paint woiks hero will give per- 
manent oniploynieut to about lifty men, 
and in that way, as well as by lessening 
the cost of a class of staple articles, be 
of lasting benefit to tho city and pro- 
vince. 

r.KITISH COI.L'MniA I'AI'ER MII.l.-^. 

Victoria uses an immense quantity of 
;paper, which has had to be imported up 
to the present time, but tho foundation 

has been laid for a new (jrder of thingn 
during the year ])a3t. A body of local 
capitalists known as the liritisli Cohnnbia 
Paper Manufacturing Co., havo erected 
extensive mills at .Vlberni, and before 
long the greater pare of the p.iper used 
in British Columbia will no doubt conio 
from the new mills. Tho factory is 
equipped with machinery to turn out all 
kinds of papjr, from the brown wrapping 
to tho best note and correspondence. 
Tho opportunity to jirocuro good local 
stock of this kind will be appreciated by 
the general public, as it will necessarily 
eflect a reduction in prices. 

While the . mills are not located in 
Victoria, the capital invested is local, the 
business officii is here, and tho stock will 
. be distributed from this point, so that it 
is. perfectly legitimate to include tho mills 
iij the list fcjr the year. 

rOllTLAM) CKMKNT WORKS. 

i\Ir. AV. Jordan, 0. E., has been con- 
ducting a scries of experiments which 
have demonstrated beyond a doulit tliat 
a high class qualily of l'<jrtland cenienl: 
can bo produced bore in ^'ictoria, and the 
cement- works are now awured. It is 
proposed to replace the experimental 
kilns with those of larger capacity, and 
in the near future the Pacific market will 
bo supplied with tho Victoria cement of 
equal qualitj' and lower price than the 
imported article. The new works will 
emploj' ft largo number of men if the 
venture proves successful, as tho market 
to bo reached is a very extensive one. 

THR CIIFMK'AL WOIIKS. 

Another valuable industry established 
during the year is that of tho Cheniieal 
works. A $4,000 building on liuron 
street, well equipped with the requisite 
ajipliances for the maiuifacturo of all 
kinds (if clieniic;ils, trHtilios to the per- 
maneiit nature of the enterprise. These 
wm-ks will turn out a full line of acids of 
both " conunercial " and " chemically 
pure " grades, all tho standard alcoholic 
and basic salts, together with the usual 
range of druggists' chemicals produced 
by eimilar firsli-class establishments in 
tho East. This now industry starts 
under the most favorable auspices, and 
will no doubt increase the pay roll of 
;"Vict9ria in no small degree.

The Okell & Morris J''niit Preserving 
■Co. have been eslablishod nearly a year 
now, and are an well known that it seems 
hardly ])0Sf;ible that they are on the lisi 
for 1892, but such ia tho case. The 
faotoiy, located near tho Rock bay bridge, 
has had a very busy run and furnished 
oni])loymont to a lunnber of operatives. 
The uniform excellence of tho products 
of the factory has l)mlt up a demand for 
the good.s, which will no doubt render it 
necessary to inuko ((xt^ciwivo additions to 
tho ineseiit establishment during the 
coming seaBon. Tliis year saw the first 
British Columbia fruit Hhijiped to Eng- 
land by this enterprising lirni. 

TJtE (.'ANOE TAfraUV. 

Tho caaoe factory established by 
-Messrs. Tebb & Yelland was in success- 
ful operation from tljo time it was opened 

until its destruction by lire. The pro- 
lirietors tiirnoi out some excelt-'nt goods 
in the -way of c;inoes and small boats of 
various modelH, which of iirst-elass 

■workniiinsliip. The owners jiropose to 
rebuild tho works in tliu sitring and con- 
tinue operations as in tho past, so the 
business may bo ranked as among tho 
permanent now industries. 

W. !•. .SAVWAltll MILLINC CO. 

ThoAV. p. Sayward IMilling Co. is the 
. iiewly incorporated firm which was 
formed during tlie year for the jun-pose 
of carr3'ing on the Inisiiu'ss eslali- 
lished by Mr. W. P. Say- 
ward, Tho mills turn out all kinds 
of lumber and sawn timber, and the px; 
tensive yards arc kept tilled with all kincls 



of stock to aceoniniodato the growing 
business of the new firm. Their inten- 
tion is, however, to build larger and more 
modern promises, tho jilana for which are 
now itt haud, and which will be the ecjual 
of .any on the coast. One thousand eight 
hundred and ninety-three will see con- 
struction well advanced.

eddies for a long time in ailouce, I sud^ 

denly asked : 

"Eph, what do you think ia down bo- 
low tho top I" 

The old man pondered for awhile and 
thou slowly answered : 

" I dunno ; but 1 'specks its inos'ly 
mud." 

Tho eddies of fiito have turned and 
twisted my life, which has been like a 
leaf on the stream, in and oat and pait 
many bonds in the banks of time. Far 
from tho sidoa of tho little stream T find 
myself to-day still watching tho eddies. 

1 SCO tho stream of hn inanity pour 
down tho crowded street, bearing upon 
the surface the twigs and leaves of fleet- 
ing ambitions, and jia.ssing pride. How 
they' curl and twist, round and round, in 
and out, crowding, turning, until at the 
corner they aro lost to siglit. 

See that solid looking man, how pos- 
itively ho holds his head erect and 
pushes onward, letting others do tho 
turning out. No danger of such an one 
being caught in the eddies. But I have 
watched him every day and sometimes

premium and tho contract for the carry-

Pits of bark, heaves and twigs would 
pans from time to time, turning, twisting 
with tho current, going down, despite 
their buoyancy in soino stronger whirl- 
pool, perhaps not to ajipear again, or, 
missing this, to bo wafted with many 
others into a mouldering heap which had 
collected between the hank and a great 
root, which ]irojected into tho shallow 
stream. Some ajjain would miss both 
fates and sail proudly away around tho 
turn to meet, perhaps, similar fortune 
somewhere below. 

Those, to my young mind, unaccount- 
able actions were a constant source of 
wonder and coiijoctiire, in the solution of 
which the old no^ro gave but little aid. 
I remember one time, after watching the 



on hi.s way home at niglit thero is a 
sonietliing in his walk which lacks the 
steadiness of tho morning and he, too, 
may strike n stronger pool, and so go 
down in the swirl at last. 

That shop girl has |)ausod before the 
tempting array in tho millinery window 
oppusito, morning after morning, and 
at night hlio lingers for a last look at 
the t.roasiirea, her pretty face aglow 
with longing, and then walks on with 
a grace which even her shabby attire 
cannot wholly conceal. 

To-day I see her pass in a carriage, 
decked in finery which never came 
from tho huinble establishment op- 
jiosite, and 1 know that this is but the 
di/.zy whirl around tho edge of the 
vortex before the luial pliiiigo into tho 
iiunl and .iliuie below.

And so they come and go, floating 
steadily or whirling, now this way and 
that as they keep out in tho atroani or 
aro caught in tho eddies along the 
bank, iiiul as I watch them 1 wonder 
if, as in the old days, down below the 
surface its all "mos'ly mud."

THE HOME OF THE HAIDAS. 



Queen Charlotte Islands and the Race 
Wlio People Tliem— How Botli 
■ Came Into Existence. 



All liiferestiiiff Legoiulary Acconnt of 
a nation Whose History is Carved 
on Totem Poles. 



(lly Hev. Charles R&rriioa, resident missionary 
at Masset, Q. O. I.) 

The Queen Charlotte Inlands, the ex- 
tronie northwestern lands of British Col- 
umbia, lie in the Pacific Ocean, between 
51 and 55 dos;rees of north latitude. 

They comprise over 200 is'aiids, their 
length being 2li0 miles and their greatest 
width, Ui; miles. Graham, Jloresby and 
North Islands aro tlic largest— extending 
80, 70, 15 and 8_ miles respectively — and 
constitute 80 per cent, of their area, 
Dixon's Entrance, on tho north, with an 
average width of 30 miles, separates 
Graham Island from tho Prince of Wales 
grnuii in Alaska, t^lueen Charlotte 
Siiund, from .'iO to 80 miles across, lies 
between tlieiii and the mainland of the 
province. Tho nearest land is Stephen's 
island, :1S miles cast of Rose Spit, the 
extreme northeastern part of Graham Is- 
land. Capo St. James, their most Bouth- 
crly jioint, is 140 miles northwest of Cajic 
Scott, the northerniost land uf A'^anccuiver 
Island, 

The (,>uccii Charlotte Islands were lirst 
discovered by Juan Porerz, a Spani,sh 
navigator, on the 18th of July, 177-1, trnd 
named Cabo De St. Jlargarita. In 1787 
Captain Dixon was exploring the west 
coast of Vancouver on behalf of a Lon- 
don fur comiiany, when he discovered 
other islands ■■iliead of him. lie came 
here through an entrance on the NN'est 
coast, which has been known as Hixoii's 
i'hitraiice ever since. He thou hoisted 
the British Hag and named tho islands 
after George tho Third's queen, and they 
havo been kiio-\vn by that name ever 
since. The lirst white men known to 
have landed upon the islands wore a por- 
tion of the crow of tho Iphigenia, nnilor 
the commaiul of Captain Douglas. They 
romaiiicd nine days in Parry Passage, in 
17SS, trading with the natives. The 
most extoiLsive explorations made of any 
portion of the islands were those of 
Captain Etienne IMarchaud, in the Prcnch 
sliip Splide. In 1791 ho exaniinod tho 
shores bordering on Parry Passage, and 
part of tlio west coast of (Jrahain Island, 
coininencing from Frederick Island south- 
ward. Since that time, although several 
parties oi prospcot.>vo k,^vo viuito.i 
0U8 parts of tho islands, no systematic 
effort has boon made to tlujroughly ex- 
plore tho entire group. During tho last 
oight years I havo resided at Alassett, 
Graham Island, and am tho only white 
man tlioroughly conversant with the 
Iliiida language. Tho ancient tradition 
of the Ilaidas concerning their religion 
and cretitirjii, t havo received verbally 
from sonic of tho oldest chioLs. 1 have 
divided my subject into two parts, first 
"The Uaidfi Deities ;" second, ■"The 
Haida Creation." 

THE HAIDA DEITIES. 

The ancient llaidas believed in two 
iiiipc irtaiit gijds, one as hierarcli of the 
celestial sjihere, and the other .is 
sovereign of the lower regions. These 
two gods formerly lived together in h.ip- 
piness, attended by inferior gods, until a 
dispute arose as to the light and dark- 
ness. Stranungetlagidas was the name 
of one, and I letywaiilaiia was the nairio 
of tile other god, Straniingetlagidas 
.always wished for ]ii;ht in their abode of 
hapiiiness and was never sloe|)y or tired. 
On the contrary, Hetgwaulana was never 
happy unless it was dark. Ho said that 
it was impossible to sleep if it were 
always light. So ono day ho was very 
angry and deiiiandcd that it should 
ahvays be dark. Stiuuingetlagidas would 
not listen to this [iroposal, and, conso- 
(piciitly, a contest arose as to who should 
be the most powerful monarch in this 
land of gods. A battle accordingly took 
place and the Chief of Light and his at- 
tendants prevailed and cast forth the 
Chief of Darkness and his followers, into 
the lower regions. 

'I'hus it happens that where Stranun- 
getlagidas is supremo it is always light, 
but, on tho contrary, where Hetgwaulana 
is tho chief it la always pitchy dark, and 
ho is allowed to sloop undisturbed by the 
faintest ray of light. It is fully believed 
that Stranuugotlagidas is tho ))ossessor of 
the sun ami iiini.ni; he is also the creator 
of tho stars and all the other luminaries 
that aro supposed to exist in the Kingdom 
of Light. .Hetgwaulana is credited with 
tho origin of the clouds and darkness. 
As I have already stated, these two 
supreme deities had minor gods to assist 
them. All fuvers nro attributed to tho 
god who resides in the sun. When he is 
oU'eiided by .some action of theirs he 
visits the earth with the pestilcnco of 
snKdl])ox and fin'e'rs. They try to ])r.i- 
nitiato him with olieriugs of berries cast 
into fire, and if thoy fail to regain his 
goodwill, they then take some pcu-tioiis 
of their daily food (chielly smoked salnioii 
or dry halibut), and throw it as far as 
they cui into tliu .srdt water in order to 
gain the iiilluence of the god of the sea, 
whom they believe to lie moro powerful 
than tho god in the sun, 

Whonovor tlio llaidaa camped near tho 
beach, before they coiinueneed to erect 
thoir tent or cook their food, they would 
invariably took some dry halibut and ber- 
ries and cast into tho lire to propitiate 
the god of the earth, and so secure 'his 
inllueiiee to protect them from danger 
during tho night. The god of the earth 
did not recpiire this food for himself, but 
carried it to tho friends of those en- 
camped, who had died during tho previous 
voir. Incaso thjay sli&tildihapperi'.to bo 
greedy and throw but a Boanty portioil of 
tlioir tuud into the fire, their deceased 
friends would become very angry, and 



within the next twoh o months they all 
would most assuredly die. 

Tho god of tho clouds is another deity 
who inspires a feeling of awe and dread 
in tho bosom of tho bravest warrior. On 
a dull day, when the chuids are hanging 
low down, they firmly believe that this 
god is ill search of a meal, and .any 
caught out on sucdi a day is bound to dio 
before the expiration of six months, so 
as to furnish n dainty dish for this an- 
thropojihagotis god. As tho peojde aro 
afraid of his cruel threat to catch ,'dl who 
come out on such a d:iy, they .ilmosl; 
ahvays remain indoors. This god has a 
novel way of sociiring his prize, 11c 
comes down on the clouds and sits watch- 
ing for any stray iudiaii. As soon as one 
coiiica near him he does not pounee upon 
his body; no ; this would be too vulgar 
an action for a jrod to do. Ho merely 
sci;:e3 tho spirit of the Indian, i. e., he 
ilnuvs the spirit out of the body, and 
lakes it with him on high; and in a very 
short space of time the body has to go in 
search of his spirit and so becomes an 
easy vicliin of hi.q cannibal god. 

'I'ho Haidaa did not foar the two great 
spirits as much as they feared the minor 
deities. Tliey believed that Stronungetr ' 
higidas and Hetgwaulana were loo great 
and indepeiideiit to care very much for 
theiii while on earth, but were busy pre- 
paring habitations for them to live in 
after death. The two great gods were 
worshipped but not feared, and no one is 
able to give a definite answer as to what 
they believed tliey were or how they 
caiiiii into existence. They existed ac- 
cording to tradition and that was sufli- 
cient for_the Haidas. 'I'hoy also created 
all the inferior gods to assist them in 
tlieir united kingdom above the clouds. 
If, however, they were in great trouble, 
they -would evoku the aid of the Spirit of 
Light, and if they wished to bring an 
otoriial curse on thoir enemies, they 
would pray and offer sacrifices of lish .to 
the Spirit <>( Darkness. Stranuugotlagi- 
das j.s supposed to havo commanded tho 
inferior gods to protect the Haida nation 
and to supply tlmni with all the neces- 
saries (if life. Their supplications were 
addressed to this supreme chief through 
the god of the sun .and . the god of tho 
son. Their oiTerihgs.T^ere always made 
to t he minor doitiiBB in order, to - secure, 
their goodwill and assistance as medi- 
ators -with the great chief, whenever they 
li ero seriously ill and on the point of 
dcjitli. (Jrdinarily, most of thoir re- 
ligious rites and ceronionics have rofer- 
onco only to the sun god and the sea god. 

Whenever , a good Haida is about to 
dio ho sees a canoo.naanned-by.-.some of 
his byegone friends, wHo come with the 
tide to bid him wolcomo to thoir do- 
main. They are siijiposed to bo sent by 
the god of death, Tho dying man sees 
thoiii and ia leioicnd to know that after 
a puriod passed within tlie city of death, 
he will, with his friends, be welcomed 
to the kingdom o£ Stranungellagidas. 
His friends call him and bid him come. 
They say ; . ,' 

"Come with usj come into the land of - 
light; come into the land of great things, 
wonderful things; como into the land of 
]dciity, where hunger is unknown; como 
with us and rest for evermore. The 
birds of our country will bring you 
delicious berries; the dogs of our city 
will furnish you with innumerable bear- 
skins, and your homo will be of beau-, 
tiful cedar, all inset with most lovely 
abalone shells. Como with us into our 
aiul of sunshine and bo a great chief, 
attended by inimerDUs slaves. Come 
with us and tho hair-seal will provido 
you with salmon, halibut and all kinds 
of sholl-fish. Como with us, now," tho 
spirits say, '.'for the tide is about to ebb. 
and we must depart," 

At last the soul of tho deceased man 
leaves his body to join the company of 
lii.^ former friends, and his body is 
buried with groat pomp and H|doiidor. 

In regard to the wicked Indians,, 
grout clouds appear, in which are satel- 
lites of the cloud monarch, ' who tiro- 
rcady to pounce upon the soul as- 
aiiun as the body dies. They have no 
beautiful houses to dwell in, and no 
god food is supplied them. They are- 
compelled to live with this dreadedl 
chief twelve months, and after their;- 
bodics are buried their souls ,aro com- ■ 
inandod to descend to the earth anti- 
hriiif^' thoir bodies to supply their chie£ 
with food. Should they refuse to ac- 
cede to his rcr|uust, ho then begins tO' 
feast on their spirits, tho consequonee 
of which, is that their "souls" will ini- 
inediately dio. When the twelve months 
expire ho convoys thoir souls, if obedi- . 
en t, down through the sea, and the* ' 
land beneath tho sea, into tho kingdom 
of 1 Ictgnaulann. 

The good land is heaven, and is called 
ha-tlige — tliu laud above. Tho good 
chief is tho reigning monarch in the 
land above, and the souls of the good 
Indiana are taken there by his emis- 
sariea and presented with everything 
that could be wished for, after thoy 
havo successfully ]iassed chrmigh tlio 
oinain of Chief Death. In heaven 
viirything is liajipy. There, in th.o 
Old of tho great chief, is perpetual 
light, with no cinuds, no stcumis, and no 
tierce winds to mar the peace of hi» 
friends. There, they aro all clothed in 
beautiful gai'iiic'ds, ninde of cedar and 
spruce root, and hunt and lish the live- 
long day. There I hey dance their best 
cl^ineeH and sing llieir favorite songs in 
the presence of their chief, CMiitiaually. 

Hotgwaiige is the name of the lower 
region, over which Hetgwaulana ia tlio 
chief. To this place Chief Cloud con- 
ducts the souls of tho wicked Indian, and 
thero thoy are prevented from hunting 
and tiahing, and all oiijoyinont is at an 
end. lb is a most dismal region to livo 
in, as it is always d.trk, with terrible 
storms and cold winds blowint' continual- 
ly. Tho storms prevent them from 
catching fish and the snow prevents them 
from hunting, and thus they are in a. 
state of perpetual misery and trouble. 

The question naturally arises, "what 
makes a good Indian, and what consti- 
tutes a bad one il" Tho good Indians are 
those who worship tho groat chief 
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through the minor ileitios; are iiunctiml 
in oUering sacriticca to the interior gods, 
and aro obedient to the coninmuds of thu 
groat medioirie man, known aa Snagg.v. 
Tliey muat also love their frioiidfl and be 
kindly dispoaod towurds tliQ po6r. They 
must never ti^dit with their friends, but 
must always i'lttend tlio -^reivt dance fes- 
tivals and j^'ivo liber-illy towards the 
feasts. They must only i;n to war 
against a foreign tribe, at tliu command 
of the Saagga, who will then assure them 
of victory. If any one bo killed by an 
accident or in actual warfare, the aor- 
viccs (if the Saagya will gain . him._,adinitr 
lance into heaven, for which service the 
fSaai,'!,';i was aeeustoinod to recoivo a bale 
of blankets valued at S(iO. Finally, all 
-who an) happy while on this earth will 
bo admitted by the gre'at chief into his 
eternal kingdom, wliero they will con- 
tinue to be happy without end. 

The wicked Indiana are those who are 
silways quarrelling and fighting. They 
have no desire to love their fiiends, and 
tlieir only wish is to steal the property of 
the good Indians. Tiie greatest sin a 
IJaida can commit i.s to disregard the 
commands nf the medicine man. All 
bad Indians hate the Saagga, despise his 
authority and are consequently sent by 
Mm to the lower region. In general, it 
is safe to say that all who are quarrol- 
all who steal and commit murdor, 
liwl all who disobey the medicine man, 
will In; liiuided over by Ohiof Cloud to 
Ohiof 1 let, ;waulana, after he has feasted 
on their bodies. 

The Haidas believe that the soul leaves 
the body immediately af ter death, and is 
taken possession of either by Chief 
Cloud or Chief Death. The good soul 
i» taken possession of by Chief Death, 
and during its sojourn in the domain of 
deatii, it"^ is taught many wonderful 
thing.s and becoiiiea initiated into the 
mysteries of heaven. At last he bocomos 
the essence of the purest light and is able 
to revisit his friends on earth. A t the 
doae ot the twelve months' probation, 
the time of his redemption from Death's 
kiogdom arrives. As it is impossible 
that the pure essence of light, which is 
Strauungetlagidas, should come into con- 
tact with a dc))raved material body, the 
good Indian .issunies only its appearance, 
and then the gates of cedar, beautifully 
carved and ornamented with shells, are 
thrown open, and his soul, whicn by this 
time assumes the shape of his earthly 
body, tmt clothed in the light of the 
kingdom of liszht, is delivered to the 
Chief of Light by Chief Death, in whqse 
domains ho 1ms been taught the customa 
to be observed in heaven. 

The bad Indian in the reign of the 
clouds is tortured continually. In the 
first place his soul has to witness the 
chief of that region feasting on his dead 
body until it is entirely consumed. Sec- 
ondly, ho is so near to this world that he 
evinces a longing desire to return to his 
friends and gain their sympathy. 
Thirdly, lie has the dread of being con- 
ducted to lletgwaulana over before his 
mind. Ko idea of atonement for his past 
wicked life is ever permitted since his 
8oul after death is incapable of reforma- 
tion, and, consequently, incapable of .sal- 
vation. .Sometimes permisaion is grant- 
ed to souls in the clouds to revisit the 
earth. Then they can only be seen by 
the Saagga, who describes llioiu aa deati- 

upon as wicked and treacherous spirits, 
and the medicine man's duty is to pre- 
rent them entering any of tlie houses; 
and not only so, but as soon as the Saag- 
ga makes the announcement that a cer- 
tain soul has descended from the clouds, 
no one will leave their homes, because 
the siglit of a wicked soul would cause 
sickness and trouble, and his touch, 
death. 

Now, it sometimes happens that the 
souls .iu the domain of death are not 
made pure and holy within the twelve 

months, and yet, when thoir bodies died, 
they were not wicked enough to be cap- 
tured by Chief Cloud Then, it becomes 
necessary that the less sanctilied souls 
return to earth and become regenerated. 
Every soul not worthy of entering 
heaven is sent back to his friends and 
reborn at the first opportunity. The 
Saagga enters the house to see tlio newly 
born baby and his attendant spirits an- 
nounce to him that in that child is the 
Boul of one of their departed friends wlio 
died during the preceding year. Their 
now life has to be such as will subject 
them to retribntion for the misdeeds of 
their past life, and thus the purgation of 
aouls has to be carried on in successive 
migrations until they are suitable to enter 
the region of eternal liglit:. 

Likewise, it s'linetiines happens that 
some souls are t(jo depraved and wicked 
after twelve nionths'sojourn in the clouds, 
to be conducted to Hetgwaulana, thatthey 
also, are sent back to this earth, but are 
not allowed to re-enter mankind. They 
are allnw ed t^i enter I he bodic-i of animals 
and tisli, and compelled to undergo great 
torture. These evil anuls arc command- 
ed to hurt all stiMngers, Imt had not to 
niok'st persona or their own tribes. The 
black bear is the most powerful creature 
that such a soul could inhabit, and the 
mouse is the smallest one. The animals 
iiiid li.-ih inhabited by evil siiiiits aro also 
contiiuialls' afraid of being killed, and it 
appears to nic that this .state of suspense 
i.4 tlie means by which tiiey could ro- 
ontor the clouds, and be linally conduct- 
ed into the presence of Hotgwaulana. 
Thus it is thai; the ancient Haidas always 
used to wear an amulet of bear's tooth 
around their necks, to protect thoni from 
the wicked s juI of the boar. Storms and 
I)ad v.'eather, when they cause tlrj people 
trouble and a scarcity of fond, wcu'e at- 
trilmted to an aljuinlaiico of wicked souls 
in the vicinity. 

iSometiuies the soul enters into the 
body ot a finback whale, and consequent- 
ly finback whales aro much honored, and 
at the same time foarod. On no account 
could an Indian a few years ago be ptr- 
■suaded I" .sh'/i't one. Sometinn's a sidi- 
Uivy whale enters the inlet and ajipe.ar.-; 
opposite to an Indian house. Then the 
inhabitants are in great dread of cap.';:;;- 
iug at sea, and if such should be the case 
thoy will most assuredly bo seized for 
Chief Cloud. 

Take the niousn for ;uiotlier examph! of 
(.be htrji.'.i_,o and ilemonical notinn s that 
exist amongnl. the chh'V ]> rlinucif the 
community, even .at llu^ loesenl time. 
This hariuhss lilllf creature is magnilii.-d 
into such proportions at liinoa that it can 
contain the wicked soul of an adult, and 
yet become so small that it can enter into 
tlio 8t(pmach of tlio livi;ig. The ancient 
Haidas firmly beliovod that in every one's 



stomach existed a number of mice, and 
each mouse represented the wicked and 
restless soul of a departed relative. 
Theroforo a bad-tempered man was the 
possessor of a mouse that was possessed 
by a soul that was too ill-tompored to bo 
introduced to Hetgwaulana. A man who 
was always quarrelling and fighting was 
supposed to have within him a soul, who 
in furmer life was addicted to aucli vices. 
The great (luestion to consider is, how do 
the mice get into thu stomach ? Chief 
Edeiistraii, the superior chief of the 
Haida nation, now 00 years of ago, calm- 
ly and quietly told mo that one bright 
summer a morning, having got up very 
early, he went for a stroll ,ovor Rose apit 
and came upon some women who were 
sound iisloep. To his horror and great 
astoiiisliiiient ho saw that their faces were 
covered with mice. Ho sat dovni (juietly 
and watched them. Presently he saw 
I'uo disai)pear down a woman's throat, 
then anotlier, and quickly no less than 
seven vanished down her throat. Out of 
the seven that had disappeared only one 
returned, as ho had evidently gone down 
the throat of one of his tribe instead of 
the throat of an enoiii}-. This left ai.x 
woe-begone souls inside of this most un- 
fortunate woman, i did not ask liim 
what became eventually of the woman 
herself, but doubtless from tho number 
of malevolent spirits located within her, 
she must have finally become a dainty 
dish for the Cloud Chief.

Being left quite albiio hb came to the 
determination to again gain aduiittance 
into the Kingdom of Light, not to ])leaso, 
however, the Chief of Darkness, but to 
gain his own ends and secure a beautiful 
wife from among the daughters of the 
heavenly chiefs. One bright Bumnier 
morning he started -ofE. on tho long and 
weary journey. He soared upward and 
(uiwarcl over tlio lonely sea until the land 
he had created appeared to him to be a 
amall nicisquito. Upwards lio soared into 
the clear, blue sky until at hist ho came 
to the walls of lioaveii. lie concealed 
himself until the evening and then as- 
sumed tho form of a bear. He then 
scratched a hole Ihroiigh the Wall and 
entered his (ornior abode. 

The place hnd greatly changed .since 
the time ho was an inhabitant there, and 
ciuisecpient ly he took tiuio to consider 
everything that ho .yaw, so as to form a 
similar kingdom on his return to earth. 
There ho found that eveiycuie was con- 
sidered a god or a chief, and all were aub- 
missiro to tho Chief of Light, who still 
held supremo power aa iu ulden times. 
Ho also found that tho irreat chief had 
divided his kingdom into towns and 
citic:i, into 1;uk1s and seas, and had 
created tho moon and the .stars, and 
made a great lumiuary to rule over all, 
which was called dine, tho Sun. At la.st 
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at Rose spit spceiallj' for the accommoda- 
tion of the child aiul the sun. Tho child 
grew to bo very powerful and had com- 
mand over all: .animals, lish and birds. 
Whenever hb'' called: to tho tish they 
would at onco appearand bear him out to 
sea. Whenever lie wisheil to lly through 
the air, he would call to tho birds. They 
would at onco come to bear him wherever 
ho wi-shod to go ou their wings. The 
bears and other animals attended to his 
daily wants and sui)plied him with sal- 
mon and berries. 'The animals, birds 
and lish were created _ by tho Haven for 
tho solo bonotitof this'heaven-born child. 
Tho Raven also kept the iiiun and tho lire 
stick in a very strorig nind; seoura room, 
as he was afraid that bis'two former slaves 
would return and steal them. 

Presently tho slave wifo of the Raven 
returned and begged to bo readmitted 
into tho Raven's aociety. 'The reciuest 
ivas granted, and she became onco more 
thu mistress of tho Raven's housulnjld. 
yhe took a great interest in the child and 
attended to his every wish. l!y this time 
tho child had grown to bo a handsome 
young man, and began to love this 
woni.an. Sho reciprocated liia love, and 
at last resolved to become his wife. Tho 
Baven soon found that they were acting 
as man and wife, and ho became very an- 
gry. He threatened to kill the woman. 
This threat caused tho lovers to escape 
from tho hon.su and hide themselves in 
the l)Ubh. When they e;ica]ied from the 
lUven's house they carried with them a 
large cedar box, in which the sun and tho 
lire stick were placed. Day after day, 



the heaven-born man would frequently 
go to jjiay to tho gods in tho Kingdom of 
Jjiglit. It was bad policj' for the woman 
to divulgo the whereabouts of her hus- 
band's great treasure, for the hcavou- 
born chief, on the slave appealing for tlie 
last time for his daughter's hand, kicked 
him most uncereiiiuiiiously from the 
house. In revenge, tho chief having re- 
tired for the night, tho slave wont to the 
house in tho woods, doscoiidod through 
tho smoko hole and found the box which 
contained tho aun. Ho sei>:cd a large 
club that was on the floor and destroyed 
tho box, taking great caro of the sun, 
which he had lirat abstracted. Ho then 
sat down »nd jiondered over his lonely 
lot in life, and became at last SO mad that 
in anger ho kicked the BUft . ttntil'it was 
broken into fragmonta, and; eaoh piece 
llu^v. n]i through tho amoke hole 'into tho 
sky. Tho largest piece becanio tho sun, 
a smaller one the niuon, and all tlie chips 
became stars scattered upon tho faeo of 
tho heavens. Thus were created tho sun, 
moon and stars of tlie Haida country. 

Itis ourious to note that the heaven- 
born chief was allowed to marry an earth- 
horn slave, but the earth-born slave was 
iKit allowed to have tho daughter of the 
heaven-born chief for his wife. Thia is 
adhered to at the present day. A chief 
is allowed to marry a female slave, whilst 
t he male slave is not allowed _ to marry a 
freu born woman, thus following the sup- 
p(]3ed laws of their creator, thu Raven, 

'J'lie elavo at onco realized the terrible 
position in which he was situated, for had 
the chief found him bo would most un- 



trol, and thus it u that ho provides lino 
cedar trcea on tho islands, out ot which 
the natives dig their canoes. Tho beasts 
of tho forest, tho tish in the aea and the 
birds of the air are under his supremo 
control. At the present timo ho is ful- 
tilling his destiny, and at times the 
Haidas think with gratitude of his go<jd- 
will toward them and ofl'er him sacrilices 
of berries, rootsj'^Balmon and boar grease. 
These thoy put into hollow ti-ees to i)ro- 
vido a meal for thoir most unfortunate 
ancestor should ho rec^uiro anything to 
eat. Thus ho wanders upon tho face of 
tho earth both night and day, and must 
continuo to roam apart from hia deacen- 
dants until the end of all things. At the 
end 'pf timie,' when tho Raven shall bo- 
come'dissatisfied with tho existing state 
of afl'aira. ho will recall him, and woo to 
the llaidaa when ho is recalled, for the 
trees and plants, the fiah and animala, 
tho f(jwls of the air, and even their coun- 
try, will most undoubtedly cease to bo, 
and then shall tho ond of the Haidas 
come. 0. H. 

l^Ir. Harrison lias since contributed tho 
following notes in reply to various ques- 
tions raised during tho discussion :

Death. All -wicked Indians wore those 
who refused to obey thoir commands and 
their spirits wore taken possession of by 
Chief Cloud. The Haidas formerly placed 
the dead bodies on tho highest branches 
of tho spruco trcea. Jf tho medicine men 
were not well paid by tho deceased man's 
relations, thoy would go by night, take 
down hia body from the tree, bury it in 
tho ground, and then declare that Chief 
Cloud had aent the man's spirit to bring 
his body into tho clouds to furnish liiin'^ 
i. 0. tho Chief, with a nie.al. 

5. Tho lucdicino man is tho supposed 
possessor of all knowledge, not of the 
present world alone, but also of the 
world to coino. Ho is ablo to turn him- 
self into any animal at any timo, and all 
diaoasoa aro subject to hia incantations. 
At any_ moment ho can conuiumo with 
the spirits of the departed, and to him 
tho enemies of the tribe must yield. 
Thus from tho cradle to tho grave the 
the destinies of tho tribe are subject to 
his whim, and, conaoqueutly, ho ranks as 
a very great chief. ^..i.

sands of years alter Hetgwaulana was 

cast forth from the region of tho clouds 
he commanded ono of his followera to 
assume the shajio of a bird and make an 
attoin;)t to discoTor what the gods in tho 
Kingdom of Light wore occupied with, 
and alao obtain information, if possible, 
how they in the rep;ion of darkness could 
again obtain admission into their long 
lost country. 

Tliisluid assumed tho form of a Raven, 
and after his lirat attein))t to obtain in- 
formation about Stramingetlagidas had 
been frustrated, he deterinined never to 
return again to tho dismal abode of hia 
associates, but remain an inhabitant of 
tho air and be at liberty to do what ho 
pleased. Thus, in the earliest ages, the 
Raven was suppo.scd to live in tho grey 
clouds which overshadow the mighty 
deep, and had no place of refuge and no 
phce on which he could rest. At this 
period there was no dry land and tho face 
of the earth w»b covered with water. At 
last tho Raven grow very angry, being 
very weary, and beat the water with hia 
wings until it Hew nj) in great clouds on 
each side of him, and in its fall became 
transformed into tiny rocks, and so at 
last ho found a resting place. 

These rocks grew larger and larg. r, 
and oxtoiided tliemselvcs nn every side, 
until at last they reached fruiii North 
Island to Cape St. Jaincs. Some years 
afterwards tho rocka underwent another 
change and became transformed into 
sand, upon which a few trees eventually 
grow, and this became Queen Charlotte 
Islanila and tho cijunlry of tho Haidas. 

The liaven then wi died sumo one to 
assist him in cultivating his newly ni.ade 
world. lie, therefore, collected together 
two largo inouiid.i t:{ clam shells (Jli the 
beach near Sisk and made them human, 
and afterwards compelled those now 
made to become his slaves. At last 
the two slaves bccaino dissatisfled with 
their condition and told the Haven that 
they wore not prcjpeily made. In anger, 
the iJaveii listened to their piteous storj-, 
anil then concluded to make thorn male 
and female. Ho throw limpets ab oiu; 
which eventually became tho man, and 
I he other remained as sho was before, a 
Thus were created the tirst 
f the Haida Nation. Smne tiinu 
lit I le I laiila boy wr.a asked who 
made him ! Without slopping to cirii .iilor 
he pr(imptly .uiHwered " Vi;t ll h llif K iwn . " 
This (/OOH to provi: t hat until .jnito recent- 
ly the Haidas fully believi d ihe Haven to 
bo their Creator. 

'The Creator lived at the northe.'istern 
point of (iraham Island at u place called 
Kijse Spit. This place is twenty-six iniloa 
dist.aut from MaSietl. He |ircaently 
grew weary \'. ilh his hjnc'y life and at last 
coiniimnded thu female slave to bo hia 
wife. 'They lived jioaceably and happily 
together for n number years, 'but-at

tho PA7en appeared to bo a beautiful and 

tamo bear ho was kept na a playmate for 
the King's youngest sou. He then spent 
three years in intimate connection with 
tho Royal family' iind had suUicient timo 
to make careful and necessary observa- 
tions prior to Ilia descent to tho lower 
world. He doterminod to found a 
dynasty aa powerful as tho one over 
which Stranungetlagidaahokl control, and 
that his people also should be as numer- 
ous as tho inhabitants of heaven. 

It was oustomaiy for tho children in 
the Land of Light to disguise and trans- 
form themselves into bears, seals and 
l)irdH. Now it .so hapjioned that tho 
Uaven, who hail bocoiiieu liear,. was stroll- 
ing on thu beach tun; evening hioking for 
his suiJper of clams when bu espied three 
other bears approaching him. Ho know 
at once that they were children of a 
great chief, and instantly ho transformed 
himself mlo a laru'O eagle, .stole tho sun 
which happened tn be setting aL the time, 
also the lire stick that was used to kindle 
tho heavenly lires, and How over ihe 
walls of heaven with one uiidor each 
wing, together with tho child of a great 
chief in his beak. 

As soon as tho people found that the 
sun had been stolen they rejiorted tlie 
matter at onco to tho King. He then 
ordered his kingdom to bo .searched, and 
if the culprit were foiiinl he w;is con- 
demned to bu thrown down to the king- 
dom of Hetgwaulana. Whilst lliej' were 
busy searching for the thief ii messenger 
arrived, who stated that ho had seen a 
largo eaglo Hying over tho walla of their 
city with tho .sun under bis wing. At 
once all the lieavmily citizens gave chase, 
and the Raven w.asi iinisued. In his 
flight for safety bo droi)pod the child and 
it fell down tlirougii th'> clouila and down 
into the sea, closo to tho Raven'.s king- 
dom. Tho Raven also dosconded, bear- 
ing with him tlio sun and the lire stick in 
safety to the oartb. When tho child felj 
into tho sea he cried .iloud for assistance, 
and immeiliately rhe little lishoa came in 
great slioal.s to bis aid .and carried him on 
their b.icKs wafely to thu slii'i e. This lish 
is very ninnorous around Uosc s]iit at the 
present day, and their fmins have ru- 
niained dinted in tho bluo clay of that 
district from the day when thoy bore the 
heaven-born child ashoro iiiibil now. The 
m'cat chief wa.i ii lover of jieiice and cmi- 
sc(|iH'nl ly dill iiol albnv his folluwcrs to 
pursnii the. U.aveii down to tho earth, as 
Chief I letgw.-uilana might then be 
tempted to regain heaven and give them 
perpetual trouble. So tho Ravon was 
unmolested, and ivnothoc sun waa created 
in heaven by tho Great Ruler, who loved 
light ;uid haled darknen.s. 

Now the Uaven thought that ho had 
secured a chicf'ii diuglitur, but it turnod 
out to bo n great chief's aon, . The B^yon 
loved liim <)X(^edingly,'MCi^ui)t ti hioiiso 



and month after month, thoy wandered 

southward without proper nourishment, 
and in great fear of the Raven. 'They 
also carried with them the box contain- 
ing tho sun and the (ire atick. 

One evening, faint and weary, they sat 
down near a little creek, and tho woman 
being very hungry wept bitterly. Her 
husband walked a little distance up the 
stream, and at last found a dead land 
otter, but could not eat it as they had no 
firo to cook it. Next morning they re- 
membered that they had the lire stick in 
tho box that thoy wore carrying. Thoy 
dotcrmiiied ta try it. Tho young man 
got it and instantly made lire, and the 
two cooked the body of the otter, ate it, 
and proceeded on their jnurney. NVhen 
tliey reached Cape I!;dl they were hungry 
again, but tho young man began to sing 
ono of tho songs taught him in heaven, 
and tho sea receded four miles 
from tho shore and left one threat whale 
stranded on the beach. The young man 
got rocka and stones and carried them on 
his back to where the wdialo was, and 
barred it in, and thus described a circle 
around it that can ho seen at the present 
day. 

The young man and his wife 
lived on whalo llcsli until they reached 
tho channel that divides (!raham and 
.Moresi)y islands, .aud there thoy built a 
house, which after'wards bccaino thu 
nucleus of the Skiilegato village. There 
they lived for several years in jicaco and 
prosperity, luid a daughter was born 
which iiiado them oxcoodingly happy. In 
time their daughter f^rew to be a beauti- 
ful woman and most lovely to behold, but 
the great drawback to her peace of mind 
was i!iat no huabiind could be foimd for 
her. 

Year after year passed by, 'and whon 
her parents had !.'i\'Oii u]) the idea of pro- 
viding her with a liu.sband tlierocamo from 
Noftli island around tho West coast tho 
Raven's male slave that he had made on 
the beach at Sisk, and this forlorn speei- 
men of early iniin desired the hand of 
this lovely d.amsel in ni.arriago, 1 lor 
father refused to give his consent, ,".nd 
w.as very angry at the imprid^.iJeo i f a 
clam shull-mado man in daring over, to 
think of becoming united to the daughter 
of a heaven-born chief. Tho alavo Avaa 
not so easily to bo got rid of, so ho lived 
in tho woods near the house, and v-hen- 
uvei'tlie IuisIkuhI was away ;!rom home 
woidil come and talk »'ith his wife, who 
was the same woman that, tva.s made by 1 
the Raven at thu time of his creation. 
This woman truated him .is her brother, 
anil told him all her ficcrelH, and even 
went HO far as to reveal to liim the pliuco 
where lu'r hu.sbaiid kept the cheat con- 
t(dning the .sun that ho had stolon from 
tho R,aven'.s house at Rose spit. 

This treasure was safely stored in a 
strongly built house in the woods, whore 



doubtedly have been killed. So boforo 
tho dawn of the following inorninp; he 
was well on hia way ou tho \Vest coast to 
hia former abode at North island, llo 
travelled by night and slejit in the woods 
during the day, thus avoiding the keen 
eye of the Raven and tho meeting of tho 
chief. At last ho reached homo and sat 
brooding over hia niisfortuno until the 
happy thought entered his iiiiiid of doing 
what the Raven had dons, and to seek 
Ilia wifo from amongst the daughtoia of 
heavon. 

At this period of tho world's eivili/.a- 
tion they posaessed bows and arrows 
inado after the manner of those seen by 
the Raven when in tho Kingdom of Light. 
They also had the sun to give tliom 
heat during the day, and tlic ni<niu ami 
stars to give them light by 
night. So on ono bright niooiiliglit night 
ho shot an arrow into the moon ho that it 
remained there. A second arrow he .shot 
into the notch of the firtt, a third into 
tho notch of the second, and continued 
to do so until tho arrows reached from 
tho moon to tho earth. He was very 
onergotio in hia work, for ho shot no leaa 
than .'iOo arrows, wdiicli took him .'Ki,") 
niglita to accoiniilish, and which ultimate- 
ly got transformed into so niaiiy days and 
nights, that finally thoy bccamo the days 
of the Haida year. 

I'p this ladder of arrows ho climbed 
and pa,;3ed through tho moon into heaven. 
Itlarly in the moniiiig of tlio first day 
that ho arrived there he saw a beautiful 
woman swimming in ,a lako of crystal. 
He atoalthily went round to the side on 
wliioli sho was likely, to step ashore, and 
awaited her arrival. Sho soon came, but 
no sooner did sho set hor foot on the 
beach than she was seized by the slave, 
with wdiom sho dropped into tho soa not 
far from North island. 

The Raven hapiiened to be Hying near 
North ialand during tho descent of the 
slave, and noticing something extraordi- 
nary in the atmosphoro ho watched, and 
at hist discovered what ;u; thought to be 
two l;ir:;e eagles, were ihe slave .-.ml the 
beautifnl woman. N; snoiior did the 
slave lead lior into tlio house tliaii the 
Raven aijiieared. Ivavou 'ieiiianded 

that tho slave shouLi give hiiu ihis Ijeau- 
tiful WfUmah, but he refused to do yi\ 
Whereupon the Raven I'eeau.e very iiu 
u'ry, '.ook iiosse:wion of the Vioiiiaii aa his. 
wife, uud most uncoreiiionioii.sly changed 
tho slave iiite- a spirit, and drove him 
.-..way from him forever. lie ciivsod the 
•slave most bitterly ami conimamled that 
ho ahmild always bo a wandering .spirit to 
look after tho growth of every living 
thing. 

Thua the wanderer, aa the slave is now 
toruiod, is always busily engaged causing 
tlio berries and roots to grow for tho sui 
port ot tho Haidas, Every plant, every 
flower and every trco ia under his oon- 



been washed across to our shorea there 
no reason why junks manned by Japanese 
may not at an earlier date than the white 
man's knowledge of the Hildas have 
been successfully sailed or blown across 
by stormy winds. 'This has a tendency 
to confirm tho opinion of those wdio be- 
lieve that tho I laid as originally came 
from Japan. At any rate they are a dis- 
tinct race of people ; their language also 
is quite distinct, and has no resemblance 
whatever to the languages spoken by tho 
neighboring tribes on the mainland. 

2. .luaii Pererz waa tho first white man 
to diacover tho ialanda in 1774, and they 
wore named by him Cabo de Saint 
Margarita. Thus it ia 110 years since 
tho Haidas first came into contact with 
our race. Moat of this timo tlioy have 
been associated' not with the good, but 
with tho evil. Thus they have lived in 
the clouds of ungodliness, and now only 
the reiiiains of a j)owerfiil nation arc 
being lifted up into llio sunlight of tho 
glorious liberty of the Church of God.

' Tan Kungas,"" February, the bears 
begin to como out of t heir lioles. 

' Nyhitgaas,." March, laughing gooso 
moon. 

"Wh'tgaaa,." April, foreign gooso hioon. 
" Tahalto Kungas," May, the month of 

llowora. 

" ll.aiiskito Kungas," .luno, the berries 
begin to ripen this month. 

" Hanaluiig Kungas," .hily, moon in 
which the berries are ripe. 

"Chin Kungas," August, salmon 
inooa. 

" Kishalsh Kungas," moon in which 
tlu.y smoke thoir salmon. 

They always smoko thoir aalmoii bo- 
tveen July and October. 

There aro twenty, eight days in each 
Haida month and thirteen times twcnty- 
oight make throe hundred and sixty-fom-. 
'I'ho diiTurenec of ono day between the 
Haida year and ours they explain by Bay- 
ing '.hat ono day was spent by tho 
Ravon's slave in climbing tho ladder of 
arrows to secure a heaven born woman 
for hia wifo. This day must bo reckoned 
at tho ond of the thirteenth month and 
will then mako thoir yoii'r corirespoiul 
with ours. 

4. The mediciiu) men wore siiiiposod to 
bu in coniinuiiication with Chief Cloud, 
and they iiloiio wore able to cfimnuine 
at any moment with the spirits of tho de- 
parted durijig their year's rcaidonoo in 
tho clouda or in tho doimin of . Chief 



THEY BREW GOOD BEmf':^,.;;K^ 

Dcscrliitlon of tho Kandsonie Fremiaen' of the" 
Victoria Brewing & Ic? Co.-Hbw the 
Eefre»Wng liquid mich. so Pleases 
Victorians Is Jlannfacturcil. 

One of tho important additions to the 
business enterprises of ^'ictoria durin<' 
tho yoar jiast is tho aplondid building of 
thu Victoria Browing and Ico Co., a cut 
of which appears on this page. A general 
description of this well conducted estab- 
lishment cannot fail to be of interest. 1:1 

The buildings are located on the oomer 
of Government and Discovery streets, 
occupy a ground area of 80x120 feet, and 
are six stories high in tho main. They 
are divided on tho ground floor by a 
driveway running oast and west. On 
tho north aido of tho driveway the ground 
floor is taken up by the ice machine 
room, tho ico manufactory and the boilers 
which supply tho ateam. The ioo-mak- 
ing room contains a number of galvanized 
tanks, each the sizo c f a large block of 
ice. These are filled with pure water, 
and the vacuum pipes which surround 
them on all aido produce a temperature 
which soon tranafornis tho water into 
blocks of clear and solid ico. 

The capacity of this portion of tho 
works ia from 10 to 12 tons of ico per 
day. The ice machine ia from the firm 
of Weisel «& Vilter, Milwaukee. Tho 
lowering of tho temperature is produced 
by the forcing of ammonia fumes through 
pipes from which tho air has been 01- 
hauated. From the ice machine pipes 
are run through tho varioua departments, 
whore a low tomj)crature ia deairable, and 
the moiature keeps them continually 
covered with a thick coating of ice and 
froat. • 

Above the ice room are the brow mas- 
ters' rooms and tho lodgings of thcso of 
the einployoa who prefer to remain in 
the building to going elsewhere for sleep- 
ing accommodation. Above the drive- 
way aro the oflices, where the business of 
the firm ia!itransactea.?SfeTo the south of 
the. driveway is the niairi building. This 
cbntains't'oti the first and second floor tho 
brew'hbiue proper, and brow kottlea, tho 
mash tub and the hop jack. Back of 
these are the fill room and wash room. 
Tho nialt is ateopod in the mash tub, 
where it is stirred by heavy machinery, 
which" keeps it constantly in motion. 
Thonce after being settled and strained 
it pasaoa to the brow kettle. Hero the 
hopa are added and tho mass ia boiled. 
Next it ia taken to the hop jack, where 
tho hopa aro separated and the beer is 
bumped to the cooler, which' ii in the 
highest part of tho building*. 

Tho cooler consists of a number of the 
ice-covered pipes arranged in such a man- 
ner M to surround tho trough through 
which tho hot beer from tho hop jack is 
run. A very short time only ia needed 
to reduce tho temperature to almost freez- 
ing ])oint. From the cooler the beer 
runs into tho fermenting tuba located in 
the southern part of the third story of 
the building. Here the beer ia kept at 
alniost freezing point during the period 
of fermentation, lasting from two to threo 
weoka. There aro l.'} vata in this depart- 
ment, each containing a brow of 2,700 
galloiia. 

After tho fermentation the liquid ia 
drawn oil' to the ffoor beloifr into the 
stock vata, where the beer' is allowed to 
ripen with ago.. There are IS- of these 
vats, each having a capacity of 6,400 
gallons. 

From tho stock vata tho beor Is drawn 
into tho chip caska, in number, each 
holding 2,700 gallons, on the ground 
floor, i-lero tho cle.iring and preparing is 
done boforo tho final barrelling and 
bottling for market, tho last process 
being tho running of the boor through a 
filter, which clears it of any possibly ro- 
niaining particles. From this filter ia 
drawn the eloar-amber fluid. 

Everything is so arranged that tho 
least possible amount of hondling is 
required. 

Coining back to tho third and fourth 
floors of the main building aro the malt 
bins, tho storeroom for hops, tho aealo 
hopper and the rice tank, which will bo 
used when the male iug of ricobeoris taken 
up, which will bo in the near future. 
This baa not yet been doao, owing to tho 
fact that aorae object to tho uao of rice in 
brewing. In tho United States, however, 
it has become recognized that the addition 
of a small quantity of rice to a brew 
adds to its body, reiirlers it brighter and 
gives a flavor which is more popular ihan 
that of the beor made without, such 
addition. ' V . 

On tho fifth floor there is a hot water 
tank and malt mil). The malt i.s ground 
hero and ruus into the malt i;opper be- 
low, from which it goes to I'C lit 00 pod in 
the mash tub. T'he malt ij, hoisted by?- 
ulevatora froii", the driveway into- the binP/i'' 
and from there to tho malt mill withaufe 
any manual labor being required. 

Ia .idditLon to tho niaih building, the 
ground for 1 20x1 SO fivt in occupiod by 
t'.io sl.ablo ami the tenipor.aiy buttling- 
■voi l.s. Those will '.ioon be roiilacod by a 
new bottling housi--, which will, contain 
all tiui modern. iini)rovonieu(». Tho 
wliolu iiistitutiuu ia as thorough and com- 
ploto from top to bottom as any on tho 
ooasb.

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CRIMES Am CIimiNALS. 



Intei'esfcing' Extracts From the Report 
of Warden Jolms ou the Fro- 
\iiicial Jail. 

Improvementa Made aucl SuffRCStecl— 
A Budsct of Keadable 
Statistica. 



In his annual report just coinploted^ 
"Wdi-doti Joluis, of the Provincial jail, 
Btatea tliiU tlioro havo been no escapes 
from custody during the past year and 
only ono attempt — that of a prisoner serv- 
ing a.nino^monbh's sentence for vagrancy. 
He succeeded in leaving the gang with- 
out being observed, and having got over 
tho jail ffuco, was making for the woods 
when ciiptured, 

"]Io ^^•lla sentenced to an additional 
nine niontha for this offence," remarks 
the Warden, "and tho sontonco, a very 
just ono in niy oiunion, has had a most 
salutary oHoot upon other prisoners ' like- 
wise inclined to attempt to _ regain their 
liberty before the expiration of their 
tiino of service. 

"Tlio jail building is in good repair. 
The balconies in both wards havo been 
replanked luid other necessary repairs 
•have been niiulo, tho cost being for 
material only. The sanitary condition 
of, tjve jail is gaod, in fact better 1 be- 
lieve, than at any previous time since its 
constructioii, as a number of important 
iui])rovenieiit3 have been made . and 
broken pipes rc])!!iced. 

"A substantial stone wall, two feet 
through aucl lii foot high, has been con- 
structed on tho outside of tho present 
high, wooden fence, the whole being an- 
chored together and being a thorough 
protection against strong winds and jail 
'breaking. 

' "Tlie jail is now heated with hot water 
'instead of coal and wood stoves, so long 

• in use, A3 the hot water system has 
■""only been a short time in use, I am not 

in a positiou to state, positively, whether 
or not it is more economical, but I do 
know thnt tlio heat is more uniform. 
There is neither dirt uor ashes in any of 
the roonus or wards, as formerly, and 
there i| greater security from tire, as the 
heater is placij^l in the basement and 
prisoners havo no longer any access to 
firca as was tho case when stoves wore in 
use— an important consideration in itself. 

"Tho i)rincipal work at \yhich prison- 
era have been enijilDyud during the year, 
was that <if blasting and breaking rock for 
road-making and repairing. Tliere is a 
large <iuaiitity of wl41 broken rock on 
hand, only a small amount being used by 
the Lands and Works department on 
district roads, as the distance of hauling, 
since tho extension of tho city limits, 
makes it unprofitable to utilize the metal. 
In view of this fact and also that there is 
but little i)rospcct of disposing of tho 
rock on hand, and as it would not do to 
keep prisoners sentenced to hard labor 
and who, no doubt, deserve some degree 
of pmiishment, in idleness, I venture to 
suggest that it would bo well if some 
other employment could be found where- 
by prisoners would be able to remunerate 
the province for at least a portion of their 
'keep'. This is an important question 
and ono that will have to be considered 
sooner or later, and more especially in 
case stone-brcnking be discontinued. 

"The general health of the prisoners 
throughout the year has been good. 
There havo been tho usual number of 
chronic and syphilitic cases, requiring the 
attention of the ji.il surgeon among that 
class of prisoners who are freijuently re- 
committed to jail. To the untiring at- 
tention of the jail surgeon, Dr. J. S. 
Helmcken, no doubt is duo tho escape of 
-all prisoners from the epidemic pre- 
valent in tho city during the summer. 

"Religious services and instructions 
have been sui)plied to the jjrisonors 
throughout tho year, by Rev. \V. II. 1'. 
Ardeu, who has taken great interest in 
the good work. The same can also be 

• said of Mr. T. G. Eayner, and sever;d 
others working under .the auspices of the 
"W.O.T.U. That their labors aro appre- 
ciated and productive of much good Is 
lutosted by tlio n;spectful attention given 
to their luiiiistr.'itions, and all the more 
comincndaldo from the fact that their 
services are voUintary. 

"In all well regulated jails it is cus- 
tomary for the officials to wear clothing 
becoming their employment. In this 
jail the officers wear no uniform, but are 
dressed as ordinary citizens in a variety 
of colors, according to individual taste. 
As none of tlio olticors aro over paid and 
eacli has io3])ousible duties t(j perform, I 
would bo i)loasod if you would 
reooramerid that an animal allowance bo 
ihade for suitable uniform. In this 
respect the jail officials are much worse 
off than members of the city police force, 
wlio aig supplied with two good suits a 
year. "

The Blount P.akcr Hotel isaspaci(jiis 
three-story building with basement, ar- 
ranged after tho most iiKideni irleas as a 
hotel.

The now Driartl hotol, one of the most 
imposing and commodious buildings in 
the city of Victoria, was formally o^^ened 
for business on^the first of I^ovember 
last. For very many years past it would 
have boon almost impossible to disasso- 
ciato " The Drinrd " with the capital of 
this province, for the one was as pre- 
eminently tlie hotel of British Columbia 
as tho other the city, 

Fuw, even of tho earliest pioneers of 
this country, can recall the elate at which 
" Tho Driard " of the past first sprang 
into existenco, but all know of tho high 
reputation which the house has borno 
fnmi away back in tho early liftics. Tho 
famou.s hostelry has grown with tho city, 
and though rapid the progress of Vic- 
toria, antl the province generally, tho 
Driard of to-day is, if anything, in ad- 
vance of the times. 

It is a building costing in the neiglibor- 
hood of §275,000, and of this suxn about 
.?30,000 has been spent on plumbing 
alone. 

The structure is or brick, with st(mo 
foundations and dressings, and is replete 
with all modern improvements. It is, 
without doubt, the most prominent pieoQ 
of architecture in the city. From any 
and from every point its massive upper 
stories and peaked towers are to be seen, 
and from its roof or upper balconies, -a 
panoramic view is obtained, which cannot 
bo excelled for variety or beauty on this 
coast, 

Tho main entrance is spacious, and, al- 
though of good height, looks somewhat 
diminutive with its story after story of 
masonry towering above. At the end of 
the hall is the elevator, which will take 
tho guest or his lugg.ago to any floor in 
the building, and as one ai'iproachos its 
door a charming spectacle is presented in 
the conservatory and reception room. A 
giant banana tree roara its huge leaves 
proudly over tho topmost branches of 
the surrounding palms and gives them an 
air of insignificance' which is not theirs, 
while tho more modest but more lovely 
exotics bloom in all their beauty from tho 
judicious locations accorded them by 
thoso who made the happy arrangement. 

Tho chief cities of tho continent were 
searched by eminent architects for a 
model Ob which to construct a first-class 
hotel, and the result is a building which 
in every detail is as near an approach to 
perfection as can bo. 

The dhiing-room is on the ground floor 
— lightsome, airy and appetizing in its 
vary surroundings. It is arranged to 
comfortably seat JiOO persona, with ample 
room for nttondaiita to pass around.- .'As 
a general rule the tables are set for four,' ' 
but thoy can be so arranged as to serve a 
party of any sfee. . In addition there are 

i^-oo«i>lo-oC «l<lo— <litjl«g frtoiiiQ (-luaiQnprl 
for social gatherings or dinner parties. 
This department is under the niimago- 
ment of Mr. E. Escalet, who has long 
enjoyed the reputation of being one of 
tho best caterers on the Pacitic coast. He 
is over watchful over tho wants of tho 
guests, and has the happy knack, ac- 
(juircd by long experience, of so placing 
all-comers as to make them feel parti- 
cularly ' ' at home. " It is needless to say 
that tho ciiisine is all that can be desired. 
Under tho supervision of Mr. Escalet, 
and with tho assistance of hi,s lively antl 
obliging " help," ono meal at the Driard 
creates a longing for the next, so perfect 
and ami)le is the service in every detail. 

The kitchen is convenient, but its- 
whereabouts cannot even be suspected, as- 
none of the odors of that important dc- 
parttnent can possibly gain an entrance' 
into the realm where the palate alone is 
to 1)0 pleased. 

The bar and billiard rooms "are also on 
tho ground lloor, and in charge of Mr, 
Robert Campbell — an adept in his parti- 
cular line of biisiness. 'Thje^jfines, liquors 
and cigars served over its richly carved 
mahogany are, it is needless to say, of 
tho best (piality. Tho billiard tables are 
new and of the leading make, and the 
man who cannot pot a ball or corner to 
advantage over their green coverings or 
off their lively cushions must be a bad 
cue. '■ Mr. Cinupbell's concoctions, have 
made him justly famous. His "Driard 
cocktails" aro unicjue, but there is no 
brand of any li(iuor, browed or distilled, 
mixed or plain, whicli cannot bo had oa 
call. Nor are attractive fittings over- . 
looked, as the bar-room is a little palacs 
in its way. 

On the whole, the new Driard is a 
model building, and as it still continues 
under tho inanagoinont and i)ropriotor- 
lip of iMessrs. IlodtJii 0.: Ilartnaglo, 
thoso enterprising gentlemen will havo 
improved facilities for tidding to that 
reputation which they already enjoy. 
Tho hotol is ono of which Victorians may 
well feel proud, and au institution whiph 
cannot fail to attract to the city hosts of 
visitors.

Last Bcaaou some very ciicoiiragiiig funis 
were niado on t.'iiinshcwa inlul, on .Moresby 
island, nnd a nuinhur of linn fossils and 
other indications secured. Of these Mr, A, 
L..Pondri«r, tbo well..knowa expert, said

For a long time Milwaukee and Win- 
nipeg beers had little or no competition 
in local markets in the lino of the first 
class trade, but this position so long held 
by these goods, lia.s become moro and 
more unstable, until now the public aro 
beginning to re:dizo that thoy can suii- 
port a purely Inuno industry and »t the 
H:tmo time have for their coiisumiilion an 
Ciiually high class of iiudted linuoi.'i.

W. P. Sayward, president ; Mr. Varrol- 
man, manager ; and iNIr. C. .N. Cowon, 
secretary-treasurer. 

With an enlarged capacity for produc- 
tion and a rapidly increasing demand for 
their beer, thei-o is no reason why the 
I '111., -nix Brewery Company shouhl not 
do n highly aatisfaotory business durin 
the coming year. IL is the iuteiitiou of 
tho management to push out into still 
wider markets in confidence that where 
their brands become known tho demand 
will bo a steady and iiicre;isiug one.

British Columbia's (m aealinf; vessels, 
as a tluet, failod to iiiako cxijonses during 
1892, an unCortunato result which was 
brought about by a combination of cir- 
cumstances. Tlio Maggie Mao went out 
on January 12, and, with her bravo skip- 
per and , his crevr, never returned ; the 
Laura and the Lottie (the latter ostensibly 
a soalor) wore wrecked early in the sea- 
son ; ton of tiio Hoot were seized either 
by the Ainericaus or the Russians ; aiul 
of tho upper coast catch a majority lif 
the sivius wore on board the auiipj.v 
stoan.er Uoiiuitlam, when she was seized 
for alleged violation of United .States 
customs law. Whether tho charge 
- a^rainst the steamer is well founded re- 
mains to bo determined by tho court at 
A!ask:i : if the decision is, as Victorians 
li.ipvaiul i-x]n'ot, adverse to the United 
States, tlio eli'uct, so far as tho sealers are 
concerned, will not l)e materially changed, 
as the side costs will alworb tho value of 
the skins. And to cruwn the disadvant- 
ages mder wiiicli the industry lias been 
pursued tho aciioonors have lieen deprived 
of tho right to hunt in Behring soa by a 
coutinuadon.of the modus vivendi, which 
was aunounced on April 23, after many 
of the vessels liad departed for the North. 

Uiiiiiig the year the lleet have given 
cuipluynienl to !Jo2 white men antl oOd 
Indians, wlioso wages will alono c.\ceed 
$300,000, to which must bo added cost 
of provisions, equipment, etc., or fully 
^00,000 more ; the value of tho seal- 
skins secured, only 45,385 entering tho 
port, will not exceed •SoOO.OOO, and eon 
•senueiitly the sealers have to face a very 
considerai)le balance on tho wrong aide 
of their account for 1892.

than anything else. Soon after the orec- 
tiuii of tho city n^arket I>Ir. Cuthbert 
conceived tho idea of forming a cattle 
market hero on tho same lines upon 
which tho cattle yards in the old country 
are run.

In convor.sation with a Coi.oni.st re- 
porter, Mr. Cuthbert stated that ho com- 
menced to "wield tho hammer" before 
he was 20 years of age, and, oven at that 
age, was entrusted with the sale of ini- 
port,'Uit real est:ite properties, and also to 
make \aluations of hotels ami public 
houses.

Tho returns of tho British Columbia 
salmon pack for 1802, aa compiled by 
Dominion Fisheries Inspector McNab, 
show a total of 221,707 cases, as com- 
pared .with 312,211 cases for 1891, a de- 
crease of 80,411 cases. ' ' 

A''ariou3 causes are assigned for tho 
falling oil', ill tho first place tho run on 
tho Fr;iser being a very light one, and in 
tho second the oaiiners having previously 
agreed to reduce their output from the full 
average capacity of their establishments, 
which considerably streiigllieiied the l!^ng- 
lish markets that for some time previous 
had been overstocked, 'file run of lish 
on tho northern rivers of the province 
wa.s very jileiitiful, and the canners would 
have had no dilUculty in packing a much 
larger quantity of fish. Of the 22 Eraser 
river canneries, only 15 were operated. 
'J'lio agreement to reduce tho pack of sal- 
mon in 1S02 was also entered into by the 
Alaska canneries, who pus-scss far easier 
facilities for fishing, with less cumbor- 
Honie restrictions than British Columbia 
eaniiers havo to contend with.

Completion— A Detailed Descrlpiion. 

One of tho chief additions to the sub- 
stantial edilicoa of the city of Victoria is 
tho new Board of Trade building, the 
finishing touches upon which are almost 
completed. 

Tiiis lino five-story building Is located 
oil Bastion sfjuare in a very commanding 
situation, and forms a splendid laud mark 
from tho harbor. 

The general dimensions are : Length, 
lOG feet; width, 42 feet; and height, 
tivo stories. There are over 50 rooms, 
and tho various stores are laid out as 
follows : 

The basement will contain a restaurant, 
dining-room, bar and kitchen, in addition 
to which are a number of tire-proof 
vaults, heating chamber, lavatories and 
store rooms. 

On the ground floors will be located the 
Merchants' Exchange and suites of 
ollices, with fire-jiroof vaults. 

The remaining lloors will be occupied 
by ollices, and on tho toj) floor will bo a 
set of rooms for the caretaker, the 
Board of frade rooms, a general hall, 
the secretary's otlice and the library. 

'flio building will be heated through- 
out 1>3' the most aiiproved and thoroughly 
modern hot water system, lighted with 
electricity and furnished with an electric 
olovator. The vestibule is beautifully 
llnished in tiles. 

The' front, which presents a very hand- 
soiiK! a))pe,'iraiicc, is finished in ])reHsed 
briclc, terra cotta and stone, blended 
with arii.'itic oiiect. 'flie architect, Mr. 
A. ;\Iax«-ell iMuir, has succeeded most 
admirably in the general design, and 
cs|ieciiilly in securing a good light in all 
tho rooms. 

'f ho contract for building tho structure 
was let to the firm of Dinsdale & Burns, 
both experienced and practical men, and 
tho work has been done in a most 
thoiDUgh manner. The b.isement of tho 
building is one of tho fniesi, in British 
Columbia, being constriietod of solid 
blocks of stono, -Is't-C feet, laid up en- 
tirely ill cement. 

h'roin. top to bottom tho contractors 
havo ^rod uo paina to turn bub a piece 
of work to which thoy can forever refer 
with pride, and they havo succeeded 
moat admirably, as an iiisiieetion of the 
solid structure and linisiied workinanshij) 
will convince anyone. 

Nothing has been slighted and every 
specification has been faithfully carried 
out to the. entire satisfaction, of the 
architect and managers. Dinsdale &

In 1881 he filled tho iiosition of con- 
sulting physician and surgeon in Count 
Do I.esseps' liosi)it,als. There his health 
failed and ho was compelled to return to 
England, wher« he soon built up a large 
private practice. 

In 1S8<> he was appointctl by Earl 
Granville as surgeon to tho Government 
of the Gold Coast Colony, mill three 
years later he resigned on ;iccouiit of ill 
liealth and uamc to Canada. 

Locating in I'arkiiill, Untarin, he was 
soon elected health oliicer of that town 
and anjioiHtcd Assistant .Surgeon of tho 
i?()tli iMiddlese.K Battalion of Light In- 
taiitry. Hearing of the rapid pirogress 
being made by British Cfolumbia he 
resolved to move west and tho resolution 
result'iid in his location in \'ictoria, where 
he is rapidly building up a practice.

CLEANLINESS IS NEXT. 

The Well Known Factory of W. J. 
Pendray, the Soap aud Kitcheu 
Goods Maker. 

A Review of the Proilucts Tiirnea 
Oat and a Glauco at Their 
Makingr. 



There is one way by means of which a 
country iimy bo built up that is often 
overlooked by those mosfc'i closely 'inter- 
ested in its progress, and" thaf iau by tho 
patronage of homo industries. Of 
course when the products aro of inferior ; 
quidity and higher price there is but? 
little encdiirageinent to those who niigfitr- 
otherwhso bo willing to assist the indus- 
try by their patronage. 

It was witli full knowledge of this fact 
that W. ,J. I'cndray, tho soap manufac- 
turer, has labored with utmost zeal to 
bring the products of his factory to such 
a high staiid.ard that they can compete 
successfully, both in cpndity aud jirice, 
with_ imported goods, 'fho rapid and 
continued iiicroaso in popularity of tho 
products from his factory is the beat 
evidence of success. 

A glance at tho various departments of 
the factory will no doubt be of interest. 
In the oaatera portion of the building is 
the rendering kettle, whore the clean 
butcher's fat is tried out prep^aratory to 
being boiled up in tho two mammoth 
kettles in the main room of the factory. 
Those kettles i\ru supplied with steam 
from the boiler room; ihfir capacity is 
from 12,000 to j;i,000 pounds each, and 
kept continually going to supply the 
great demand. From those kettles the 
material goes to the revolving crutches, 
which complete tho assimilation and pre- 
pares the mi-Kturo for tho cooling tanks. 
In these the soaj) settles into massive 
blocks like those shown at the agricul- 
tural e.xliibitioii during the fall. 'I'hoso 
blocks are cut up into baiy, and in the 
case of toilet suiiim tiic bars aro pressed 
into shape by means of a machine contain- 
ing the desired moulds. 

Ill another room is tho machinery for 
making tin boxes used in ])utting u[) 
blac'king, etc., .and the jiaper bi.ix making 
is Clone in another room olf the main 
boiling room. There are made all kinds 
of paper boxes, both for< uso in the fact- 
ory and to fill outside orders. 

Down stairs are the tanks for making 
sal soda, of which there is a largo quan- 
tity turned out in crystals every few days. 

Outside tho main room is tho carpenter 
shop, where the wooden ho.'ces used for 
shipping goods ate made. Alongside is a 
blacksmith shop, and juat beyond, in a 
soparate two atory building, the storage 
and weighing room. 

Among tho products ' of the factory 
may bo noted laundry, toilet, kitchen 
and shaving soajj and extract of soap, a 
product which is very similar to Hudson's 
extract, su well known in England. This 
is made under the direction of an e.\pert 
from England, who was brought out 
specially to make soap extract, shoo 
blacking, vinegar, stove polish and 
bluing. These products of tho factory 
are all of high quality and compete suc- 
cessfully with tlie finest imported goods. 
Tho white wine nnd malt vinegars are of 
especially ex;celleiit ([uality. 

Among tho brands of soaps specially 
commended aro Blue Mottled, Electric, 
Ivory, Kitchen Soap, Home Eule, White 
Mottled, Shaving Soap, Cocoanut Oil, 
Carbolic,. Qlyoerino, in balls and bars. 
Oatmeal and Perfection Bouquet. Those 
are a few among tho many favorite 
brands. 

From a small beginning Mr. Pendray 
has built up a business of enviable pro- 
portions and one which is a credit to tho 
city of Victoria. This has been done by 
a close attention to hnsiness and a deter- 
mination to turn out- nothing from the 
factory thnt will not stand the test that 
distinguishoa high class goods, and causes 
them to meet with lasting public approval. 
That these goods are more widely used 
to-day than over before, and the demand 
keeps tho factory at high pressure all the 
time to lum cub the.ceqiiirbd amount, is

The new structure ia, as stated, on 
modern lines both as regards tho build- 
ing itself and its arrangeiucnt, and also 
as to the machinery and apparatus.

The "power" is 
in tho basement and consists of a 120 h. j). 
Wlieolock engine, from the shops of 
Goldie McCulh/ch, of Gait, Gnt. 
From this engine, the shafting and belt- 
ing is so arranged as to run all the 
inachiuory in tho building, including be- 
sides tho actual milling and cleaning 
ai)j>aratus, tho elevator shafts, etc. 

On the ground floor aro five run of 
stones for grinding diU'orent cereals. 
The word "atones" is tho old-fashioned 
one, the newer and more proper ex- 
pression being rollers, for in (lour milling 
tho old stones have been practically 
tibandoncd for a long time. 

Tho second floor is fitted with the 
different bins foi holding the grains to be 
treated, here'being located also the steel 
rolls for manufacturing rolled oats. This 
latter is ;ni interesting process as the oats 
have to pass thnnigli a steaming oper- 
ation before 'oeing rolled and after that 
again are dried before being jineked. 

Tho third floor of the mill is whore the 
cleaning is dono before tho grain is lot 
down into tiio binsbelow; the floor aiiovo 
being titled iqi with machinery for run- 
ning the olevalor and for driving the 
cleaning iiiachiiiery. There ia iiu waste 
apace in the establishment, so v-n;2;!ct'-' 
and perfect being tho arrangement that 
Hio greatest possible utility is had from 
the least possible power.

The extiMit and vakio of tho industry 
ni.a}' be better iinderalood when it is 
stated that about tdl t ho grain ground is 
homegrown. Here it is that farmers, 
not only on the Island, but also on the 
Miiinland, in the rich Fraser river valley 
and along the coast, find a market for 
much of the grain which otherwise tliuy 
would bo uiiahle to dispose of. 

(iraiii as grain is not an article of 
household ov doiiieatio consumption and 
it is only when reduced by tho proces.s of 
milling to nioul or flour that it finds a 
ii.ady sale and can be put to the tlnui- 
a and ami ono uses which tho family cook 
only IniowH of. 

In the case of tho lirackniaii ».t Kor 
Comp.aiiy the ,arr,-uigeinoiit made of their 
[jremisea uiiiibles them to handle with 
inueh more than ordinary facility, the 
produce that has to bo shipped iu by 
steamer. 

Right at tho mill and elevator, they 
li.ave built a wharf ahnigsido which ves- 
sels can run, and from the time the cereal 
is transferred to the "dipiiera" of the 
elevator there is no more handling of it 
except by maoliiiicry, until it is ready to 
bo [lacked uj) in bags and boxes and sent 
away to consmnera, aa flour and meal.

./leats ~ ago, it aeems fitting to ro- 
f er to a few 'facts which appear 'to he but 
little known or apparently favKotton, 
liamoly, that only 100 years a;,'o (17'.I2) 
tho WoatoF.i coast of Xorth Aimu-iu:i, it 
m;iy bo sf.id, was uiikuowu, or at loait 
not explored. Jt roinainod forCioo. Van- 
couver to niako such practical discoverioa, 
and to transact tho diploRiatic negotia- 
tions, T^hich ended in securing to bljc 
Crown of Great Britain the whole ^ooast 
■ of the Pacific north 'of Mexico, whijch 
thou r.-as claimed and ta;kon i)oases.si()i! of 
by tlu! Spaniards. 

Whoii tlu; wcstorn coiitineut wa". dis- 
oovei'od by L'dlumbius Spain waa in the 
zonith uf liiiwer, a;id iiushed fi);-w;u'd 
further discuvorios with great vii^nr along 
tho eastern coast. J lor intrepid iiavi- 
■yalors, friars and-coldiers carried oveiy- 
■thing before thoin, by conquefr!; when 
^required, in the tiamo of their country 
sand their church. They graduaity pone- 
•trated through Mexico ; reached tho 
•Pacific ocean ; took possession (i^ tho on- 
'tire coast, and made aotclenients at the 
•moat desirable jjoints. 

Sir Francis Drake made a veyago 
'around Capo Born to the Northern Paci- 
:fioin.l679. The narrative of that TC^age, 
as written by one Fletcher, is not con- 
sidered reliable Tt contains several in- 
credible statements. Drake was knighted 
after his return to England in litSi ; and 
in 1587 and l.T>88 rendered signal service 
to his countr}', by the oU'ectivo and load- 
ing part ho took in tho defeat of the 
Spanish Armada. 

For nearly -00 yu:irs after Drake's 
risit not anything of conseijuonco was 
done on the part of England on the West 
coast of North America. In 1770 Capt. 
Cook WHS commissioned to proceed on a 
voyage of discovery to tho North Pacilio. 
His route was round Cape Hoiii and by 
tho Sandwich islands, llo reached 
Nootka early in 1778, remaining in har- 
bor there several days, but was not aware 
that the coast formed part of a large 
island, now called "Vancouver Island." 
Continuing his voyage northwards, cruis- 
ing and examining tho outlines of the 
coast to Behring sea until August, he 
crossed to the Asiatic side. In Septem- 
ber he shaped his course southward, 
Teaching the Sandwich Islands in 
January, 1779. In February, during a 
melee, whilst assisting or directing a 
party of his men to recover one (jf the 
ship's boats which had been stolen, Capt. 
Cook was killed by the natives. 

CAVTAIX OEOAOE VANCOL VEll. 

On this last mentioned voyage, and on 
Capt. Cook's former voyage, which oc- 
cupied tho years 1772-75, he was accom- 
panied by George Vancouver, who en- 
tered tho navy in 1771 at tho ago of 1.'!. 

• He sorted as an ublo-bodied seaman on 
the Resolution for over three years and a 
half, and as midshipman on tho Discov- 
ery for more than four years and a half. 
In October, 1780, ho passed as lieutenant 
under certificate from Captains Cook, 
Gore, Clerk and King. Ho bore such an 
excellent character that by f)rder of t!ie 
Lords of tho AdmiiT.lty " journals were 
dispensed with " in his ])roiuoti(in. .Sub- 
sequently he served as lieutenant under 
Lord Bodney in the West Indies, having 
thus gained a thoroughly practical train- 
ing and experience of about tO years. 

The Admiralty selected Vancouver in 
17''1 and appointed him to tho command 
of the sloop Discovery, with 100 men, 
whicli included himselt and three lieu- 
tenants -Mudge, I'uget and Haker. His 
commission reiiuired liiui lo undertake an 
exploring and surveying expedition to 
the Northwest coast of America, and to 
settle certain disputes which had arisen 
at Nootka respecting Spanish occuiiaticjn 
tiiere. For tliis imimrlanL mission liis 
experience, courage, prudence and in- 
tegrity admirably htted him. The armed 
tender Chatham — ^\'. R. lirougliton 
commander, with lu men, was provided 
as his consort. Vancouver left England 
early in 17!>1 via Capo Horn, and win- 
tered at tho Sandwich Islands. He took 
his departure noctliwards in March, 1702, 
for the Straits of Fuca. 

• Tho Northwest coast was sighted in 
May, 17')-, at some distance soutli of 
Capo Flattery. On reaching tho entrauco 
to tho Straits of Fuca, Vancouver fol- 
lowed tlie southern shore of the Straits, 
which now forma a portion of tho north- 
ern boundary of the State of Washing- 
ton." Ho turned southward at tho first 
groat inlet {.\dmirally Inlet) - exjilored 
and sm-veyed it — naming the inland 
waters " I'uget Sound," after Mr. I'uget, 
one of his lieutenants. During tho 
summer (J8i*l'> the rosidonta -of the 
various cities whieii liavo recently sprung 
up in Paget Sound paid due resjiect to 
Vancouver's memory i)y enthusiastically 
celebrating tho fir.st centennial anniver- 
sary of iiis discoveries in that l ogion. 

A remarkable coincidence occurred on 
tho 12th Oct., 1892, viz.; tho dinner 
which was held in the Whitehall lloonia, 
Metropole, London, under the presi- 
dency of His Excellency the Marquis do 
la Caasa Laiglcsia," Si)anish Ambassador 
in London, in conimomoratioa of the 
fourtii centenary of tlio great discovery 
made by Columbus, was also (lie lir.'it 
centennial anniversary of tho day on 
which \ ancou\'er lef t Xootlca, after hav- 
ing arranged with tiio Spanish com- 
mander there to withdraw from tho pos- 
session of that place. 

On completimr tho survey of Pugot 
Sound, Vancouver ucjntinued his voyage 
northward, .surveying Burrard Inlet, 
Howe Sound, otc. In an inlet near 
(iray's 1,'oint, Juno 22, lie found two 
Spanish vcsscds of -15 tons burden, with 
24 men each, under command of Sen. 
Don D. Gallano, and Son, Don 0. Valdoz, 
who woro engaged in Burvoying those 



channels, having come froiil Nootka by 
tho north end of tho ishnul. They re- 
ceived Vancouver with great courtesy, 
and in formed him tlmti at Nootka there 
were Uireo Spanish' frigates and a brig 
awaiting his arrival. They gave him 
copies of their charts, which facilitated 
his voyage northward. Ho rounded 
Capo Scott, tho northwest point of Van- 
couver Island, on tho 25th, and reached 
Nootkft -on the 27th of August. At tho 
entrance to tho harbor ho was met by a 
Spanish otlicer and a pilot, wdio brought 
thtt Discovery to anchor near where "Hla 
Catholic Majesty's" brig. Active, was 
riding, bearing tho broad pennant of Sen. 
Don ° Jaun Francisco do la Bodega 
(.,»uadra, commandant of tho marine es- 
tablishment of San Bias and California. 

As Souor Quadra lived on shoro, 
Lieut. P'Jget wua sent to neciyuinit him of 
Vancouver's arrival, and to inquire if a 
royal salute to tho flag would bo accepted, 
A polite reply in the 'afflrmative was re^ 
turned, and a salute eft thirteen guns •ox- 
chan:;ed. Vancouver afterwards wont 
ashore and was received with great •oar- 
dislity. (Quadra returned the visit iwjxt 
day, to the Discovery. 

ViUADRA VUID VANCOUVER. 
After full and careful o.xplanatioj.s be- 
tween vjuadra a:^d A'ancouvor, all in tho 
most ronicablo ir.annor, it wasiigr.' od that 
the whole matter relative to tho right 
of oc-cupancy, would remain in .iboyiuico 
until tho dectaiou of tho British and 
Siiiinish governments sliould Ijo fullj' 
known. 

Arbitrator wore appointed hy bot£i 
giivernnient^:. They met •in Whitehall, 
T^oiuhm, ni 1703. The -diflicuity was 
tinally settlod by a convention held at 
Madrid, in Jamiary, 170-1 by which titno 
all tho Spaniards had withdrawn fnuu 
Nootka. It was also agreed that, ])e:id- 
ing tho decision of occupation, tiie largo 
island should be named ''Quadra and 
^'ancouver Island;" and bo it appears in 
tho chart of Vancouver's explorations 
during tho summers of 1702, '0,'!, ''.n, as 
published in 1801, along with the his- 
tory of his voyage lo Mm North J'aeilic 
and the northwest coast of America. 

Quadra and his lleet left Nootka on tho 
22nd Sept., 1792, for his Mo.xiciui head- 
quartersat San Bias, in anticipation of 
tho adverse decision likely to follow. 
Vancouver, after ii rranging for tho storing 
of supplies, etc., left Nootka on the 12tli 
of October, for tho Sandwich Islands, 
where ho wintered. During the yeai.i 
mentioned in the cliart referred to, Van- 
couver faithfully and satisfactorily com- 
I)leted his mission, and returned to Eng- 
land, September 1705. 

It may 1)0 wortl-.y of notico to state 
that in 17-0:i, when Vancouver was en- 
gaged in surveying an inlet which ex- 
tended far into tlio mainland, it was 
afterwards learned that Alexander Mac- 
kenzie, of the Northwest Fur Comp.my, 
reached the I'acitic, at tho easterly shore 
of the same inlet on which Vancouver 
was at work, although neither of them, 
at the time, was aware of the other's 
presBQCo. Mackenzie was the first white 
man who crossed tho American continent 
to tho I'liciiie, north of tho Kocky Moun- 
tains. Ho was afterwards knighted in 
appreciation of tho difiicult and danger- 
ous feat which he then accoin])lished. 

On Vancouver's return to England he 
was promoted to tho rank of Port Cap- 
tain. Shortly aftf ra-arda liio health 
failed. IIo continued, however, whilst 
strength jierraitted, to prepare for pub 
lication, an account of tho voyage which 
he had brought t(] sueli a succes.sful ter- 
mination. 'I'lio latter portion of the 
naviativo was conii)leto<l from his notes, 
and edited by his brother, .John Van- 
couver. 

Towards the close of his life ho took 
up his residence at Tho Star and (larter 
hotel, near Petersham, a village adjoin- 
ing the town of Richmond, Surrey, ahdut 
20 miles w-est of tlie eity of London. 
Richmond Hill, is known as ono of tho 
most ])icturesquo spots in England. 
Tho view up the Thames from tho room 
which Vancouver occupied in The Star 
and Garter, is one of rare beauty and of 
great extent. It is said that on his ar- 
rival there, he exclaimed, "Here would 
1 de.sire tn live, and here would 1 (lie." 
Tlio latter portion of this exclamatiiui 
was prophetic, for he died in tli.at rijom, 
in May, 1708, at tho e;trly ;igo of -10 
years, and was buried in tho cemetery of 
tho ancient church of Petersham, where 
his remains now lie, surrounded by a 
multitudi! of ilhistrions dead. 

It is jirnposed by the Vicar of tlio Par- 
ish, Rev. Air. Oxley, that as the vener- 
able old eliurch is not quite suitable to 
the congregation to liave a new chuieh 
erected near by, and preserve tho old, 
uniijue building with its ancient tombs 
and tablets, as a relic of former times ; 
and that it should bo used for marriage, 
baptistual and funer.al services. The old 
church is said to havu formed a portion 
of " the great Abbey of Chertsey." The 
present edifice was rebuilt in 1505. 

THE HUD.SO.V'.S HAY COMIW.VV. 

An enduring and ttraceful eoinpliniont 
was paid to the memory (jf N'aiicouver in 
1811 by tho then governor (jf the eoin- 
[itniy, .Sir (leorge Simpson, who had a 
liandsonie marble tablet erected in Peters- 
ham church, with a suitable inscription. 
Sir (ioorgo visited Pugot Sound overland 
and Vancouver Island, and thorefin-ti had 
a per.soiial knowledge of tlie dillieult and 
important pioneer worlc wliich Vancou- 
ver .so triunipliantly and diplomatically 
completed. 

A aketch of Potorsham church has been 
made by Mrs. Beeton, wife of H, C. 
Beoton, agent-general in London for Brit- 
ish Columbia, who lias also secured a fac 
siniilo of tho taldet, logrtlier witii a |ior- 
trait o( Capt. (ieorge V^aiieouver, from 
tho painting presented to the 11. C. iioard 
of Trade by Mr. liedoii. These will 
appear in one of tlic illustrated l.oiuloii 
papers. There is no name more closely con- 
nected with llie early history of British 
Columbia, (jr wliich should be more high- 
ly honored tlian that of

luterestidjT" Keview of Operations 
Darin?' ItJ'J-'-A Wonditii'M.

g In looking back over tlio year 1802, wo 
ore pleased to note a great advauco over 
the preceding year in all that pertnina to 
the developmoat of .the raitieiS of this Pro- 
vince. The era of active quiirtz mininf,' 
appears to have dawned at last, ami as 
the field of such activity is neither lucnl 
nor restricted, wo niiij' reasonably hupo 
that the couiint; year will see new sources 
of revenue added to those wliich already 
form the basis of our wealth. We i)r(i))t)3o 
to report on tlio general advance wliioli 
has taken place throughout the Provincu 
in mining industry by noting lirst what 
ohangoB Iiave occurred in tlio oldest of 
onr mining districts, viz., 'Cariboo, and 
while tre cannot discover any increase in 
the prodtlOtion of goUl from jjlacers (jr 
([Liartz in that country, i\ state of atl'airs 
oxists which will within a year or two, at 
the most, make a notable clian.L;e. 'I'lie 
district has long been un interestint,' study 
to thoso who h)ok for a quartz dovelop- 
mont to suporacdo the worked out phicora 
which proved so rich in the earlier history 
of milling in this Province. In all of the 
gold bearing countries to the south of us 
and in Australia, the placers after being 
worked out, led to a groat quaitz era, 
and wu may certainly o.xpect that, al- 
though no long delayed, this will take 
place sooner or later. Cariboo has some 
drawbacks which other gold countries 
have nbfc suffered from, but these c umot 
bo said to be insurmountable, although 
they are of a charactor to keep cajjital in 
iiioro accussiblo places. We refer chiefly 
to the lack of railrciad coiiununication. 
The construction of the Canada Western 
would produce a very remarkable change, 
because it would open that portion of tho 
district which is at present most inacces- 
sible and would lead to tho openiiiR of a 
countrj', known as tho great bend of tho 
Fraser, which is rich in gold and only 
waits cheap transportation to attract; a 
lart'e poj)ulation. 

With tho now importance given to gold 
by reason of the single stiiiidard being 
maintained' and the consequent decline 
in silver, wo think a great impetus will 
be given to mining in Cariboo in tho near 
future. Those (juartz properties which 
have been opened already jjreseiit .some 
good features which make them worthy 
the attention of capital. The inland 
Mountain iNIine, B. C. Milling it Mining 
Co.'s property and the Black ,lack 
properties only require more ca))ital and 
cheaper labor to bo made productive. 
There aro other prospects which have 
still greater attractions, but as there is a 
more extended liehl for investigation, 
only a very small section of tho country 
hat been prospected for quattz;, wliereai 
the whole' district is worthy of close at- 
tention. - It is possible tlmt a zone of 
auriferous quartz may bo found, as in 
California, to be outside of tho placer 
area. If a mother lode exists it has yet 
to bu discovered, bub a key to this may 
bo found in looking for siuiilar cmditions 
to those which prevail along the course of 
the best known g.'ld quart/, bolts of other 
countries. In the vicinity of llixon 
Creek some rich ore has been found in 
irregular pockets and stringera, in a dyke 
of so-called porphyry which lies between 
alate and granite, having Dioritic rocks 
in intruding the slates. 
' :it is possible that a good pay zone may 
•hi found along the contact of tho slato 
and granite in that portion of tho slato 
which has become matamorphosed where 
it approaches the granite. 

,Thi3 belt should be prospected from 

-.Hixon Creek to Cariboo ju-oper, as it is 
where Diorites intrude that rich oro 

' bodies may bo discovered similar to those 

'.in California, 

A very fovorablo locality for thedis- 
covtiry of i;old iju'irt/, ia the ridge which 
lies betwoen the Nortk and South Fcjrks 
t)f Quosuello River. An eflbrt will be 
iuade to look this ground over next 
season. 

Tho Folks of Quos'ielle River enjoy 
;the di.stinction, ar. jirfseiit, 'of attracting 
•more attention than any other ])ortion of 
' Cariboo. 

Tho "Victoria Hy«VrHulic Co. has com- 
])lcted a ditch 12 miles long, ~> feet on 
the bottom, 7 f"et on to], anil - fei;t deep 
from .Spanish Creek tcj North .-md .Soutli 
Fork, They have one mile of iron pi[)o 
LCI connect with the ditch. It is expected 
that work will begin early in tho Spring 
and a clean-up made next season. Tho 
South Fork Co. havo eight miluJ'of ditch 
comi)leted, 4 feet at bottom and L'O inches 
deep. They li.ave some ditlicultieH to 
overcome before getting int.j the old 
■ channel which is known to run through 
tho ground, but when tin.; i.> I'ljeiii-d a 
very heavy production of gold may

looked for. It is to hydraulic mining in 

this vicinity and Horsefly Rivor that wo 

must' look for the first soli J advance in 
■Cariboo mining. Takini; a careful n'viev/ 
of tho whole situation as it now stands in 
Cariboo, there is no invostment which 
promises so well as tho con.soliilalion of 
these various hydraulic properties, with 
large capital, iu tho vicinity of Quesnollo 
IForks. 

Ton limited capital has c;ui--,i;d tho 
failure or retarded l ho hucccj.is of more 
than one groat entorpi iso, and think 
inonoy ciui bo nov.liurj no well oni|i!oyi,'il 
as in opening hydraulic propoilii.'s ol 
known v.-iluo, on tho largest scale, if 
this is done we have reason to lujpo that; 
tho advantago. gaiiiuil will bo maintained 
by tlio disr(,voiy of good (piarlz veins 
wliicli will pay inr tliinr oNpLiiMtion aii.l 
devcloiiment' after hydraulic mining in 
the district has proved a g^eatsuccoss and 
ohcouraged capital to niake further 
ventures, : : 

There' is a vast country lying betucen 
the North'Thompson and great bend of 
the Frasor, wHichis practically unknown 
,uid invites 'fcho atteiitiori. of those juds- 
poctors whose • ambition it is to explore 
where no dho'has yet travelled. Bowman 
says in hiB report, that "Tho Onriboo 



Range forming tho north-oaatern limit of 
the Cariboo country, is the north-westerly 
continuation of the Selkirk Range. Tho 
oystallino shist or gold bolt fiOen fill 
tjucsnello Lake is represented by similar 
rocks on Shuswap L.'^ke and in Eagle 
Pass, " Here is a key.for the prospector 
to work upon and should ' be oldsefy fol- 
lowed up. 

In^reviewing tho work done in Yale 
District during the pa.'jt ye.ar, we are 
compolJod to note tho preponderance of 
tho economic ores (;ver the jirecious inin- 
eral.i so far discovered in that Hcction. 

We dare allirin, with every prospect of 
near fnllilment, that Kawloops is destin- 
ed to become the industrial center of tho 
Province. ITowhereelse has nature; been 
so lavish of her riches in a situation 
whore theycsn be so easily and profitably 
utilized as in this section. 

The very bejt ((iiality of iron yet di.i- 
civcred in the I'rovinco li found iHjro in 
close j)roximity to tho track, with a coal 
field of niagnificeni; projiortions to draw 
fro::;, for its reduction and manufacf'.ire 
into comniercial iron and steel. 

The Kamloops Coal Co., on tho JNorSh 
Thompaou, have ISOO'aores of coal lands' 
upon which they havo twelve men em- 
ployed. 

The principal vein is o8 inches wide, of 
clean coal, supplemented by anotlier of 
4 feet which appears to converge towards 
it, A tost made gives 62, fuel carbon 
with 70 per cent, coking quality.. 

1'ho Canada Pacific are now making a 
locomotive test with good resultsv The 
Coal Hill Kamloops Mineral <k Mining 
Co., whose property is situated two and 
a half miles south of tho town, near 
Ciuoriii's ranch, have a limilar property 
in which they have run a drift 110' feet 
under tho superintendontco of Major 
Ynughan. Tho coal is a first-class article. 
In Nicola another company is also open- 
ing up veins of coal which wo hope 
will prove equally gnod. A very fine 
quality of cinnabjir oro is foinnl on Cop- 
per Creek, and should invito tho atten- 
tion of capital at once, as the working out 
of the New Alameda iMines in California, 
has niado tlie ore of mercury a valuable 
coniinodity. L;u'go tiiids of mica liavo 
been made at tlio head of the Thompson, 
but these veins aro very inaccessible at 
present ; of more importance for the im- 
mediate purjioso is the discovery and 
opening up of very good silver-load pro- 
perties at Mostjuito Flats on tho North 
Thompson Rivor. 

Messrs. Wood and Tuiiat.all, of Kam- 
loops, have bonded tho Lono Prospector 
claim to American capital upon most 
liberal terms, but which have regard to 
that most important consideration, vi/.. , 
tho dovelojiment of tho property, 

Un Siwasli Creek good ores have been 
discovered which will bo heard from next 
season. 

The "Vancouver Hydraulic Co,'3 work 
on 'Van 'NVinkle Bar,, oppo.iito Lytton, 
promises to be an important factor in tho 
resources of this district. The bold and 
ag<,'rossivo work inaugurated under tiio 
supuriiitendonce of ,Iaoob Holland and 
by tho advice of so well known a 
hydraulic expert as Mr. Hobsoii, 
is proof of the eiiterpriso of Caiit. Tat- 
low and bis associates. A pipe of 3,000 
feet in lungth, varying from Jti to 18 
inches, has been laid down to conduct tho 
water under a pressure of 377 feet. 

Tho bar is three miles in length and 
half a milo wide, with three benches, 
prospecting from a few cents to ono dol- 
lar jier cubic yard. The facility with 
which sluicing can be carried on at all 
.seasons and free escape for the tidlings 
make tho working of tho ground most 
economical, and we look for great results. 
Aj)plication has been made by Kamloops 
parties for leases on Tranquilio Creek, 
opposite to the ground which Chinamen 
have made pay for so many years. A 
good head of water can bo obtained for 
hydraulic purposes, and next season will 
witness a change about Tranquilio. 

In tho Westminster district very active 
prospecting has been done by tho Anglo- 
American Slining Co. at Dcjuglass, Har- 
rison Lake. 

Mr. Tallyard roixirts many good finds 
of gold and silver ores, but does not wish 
to advertise the country until dovolop- 
monts prove a success. Iu tho tiimilka- 
moon district some prospecting has been 
done at the head of Wolfe Creek and 
discovery made of peacock copper. This 
whole district has been sadly neglected, 
but its turn will ccmo when other places 
have become overdone. 

The Hydraulic company operating on 
the Tulameen River is actively negotiat- 
ing at the present with English capital, 
with a view to sale. Increased capital 
will bring this property into a prominent 
place. In (Jkaiiagan district very littlo 
mining is boing done, tho country being 
largely devoted to pastoral pursuits. 

There oxists, however, ono property 
wdiicli is most worthy of nuMifion, viz., 
tho Monasliee niino, at the hc;uhval crs of 
Cherry Creek. 'J'he iirojierty has been 
dcTeloped in a most miner-like manner by 
JIcDonald j\Iclntyre, one of tlie owners, 
aud only needs the introduction of capital 
and mining machinery suited to tho re- 
duction of gold oro, which is 
in part free but where princijial 
valuo will 1)0 found in the coiiceiitratcH.

perties wore paid for iu spot cash, and 
the direct amount of money transferred 
in payment for samo exceeds .any deal

Transport.ttion facilities-willvno doubt, 
havD a marked effect upon tho future of 
oil towns in West Kootenay,. but so' far, 
both Nelson and Kaslo havo secured a 
vantage ground in their rolativosituatiKiis 
from which it will bo hard to dislodge 
thoiu. The future of New Denvor is 
nuist hopeful, but it is at tho mercy of 
those companies who build i ruilroada- and 
their connections, though its situation is 
more favorable fur 8eouring;all' the' trade 
tributary to Slocan Lake. . 

A novel object to be found in Slocan 
is a boulder of galena weighing 122. tons, 
which lies below tho Slocan .Star and is 
supposed to have como from that vein. 
It weiglia 122 tons by moasurement and 
assays 180 oz. silver,, which makes its 
assay value over $20,000; 

Another interesting feature of- the dis- 
trict are tho carbon;»ted mineral springs, 
discovered by I\Ir. Kump and situated 
about four miles back of Kaslo on the 
road to Bear Lake. 

The temperature is. 38° F., and; coiv 
stituents — 
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and proved very high grndo. Blany 
varieties of both silver and gold oro occur 
in this district, the Mineral King and 
M"'.;:;tilitl Ohicf being free milling ores. 

Kettle River and Priest Lake havo 
added to tho known woillth of tho dis- 
trict, and we look for a large develop- 
ment next year. Tho district of Osoyoos, 
liko M'ost Kootonay, is very easy of ap- 
proach from tho_ other aide of tho lino 
and ofl'ors groat inducements to prospec- 
tors, who lind their field of ojierations 
too ciroumscribod south of the -tOtli 
parnllol. Tho drat continuous supply of 
gold bullion produced from quartz mined 
in this province promises to come from 
Oso^ooB, which is no mean distinction. 
Trail Oreelr ii advancing steadily in tho 
same direction. 

Tho ores funn this cainp contiiin aa 
high as 7 per cont copper, hut gold i» tho 
principal value. Several very import;snt 
properties are montionod as iiroTnisinc; to 
make big mines, viz.: tho Lo Roi, Centre 
Star £ 1, X. L., O. K, Standard, fellow 
Jacket, JoaiOj etc. 

The Le Roi ond CeistrB Star have been 
opened by tunnels over '200 foot T^ng, 
and thedevolopinont 01 the entire caiqi 
has boon of the very best sharacter. Tno 
future of Tndl Creek is .'issnred, and m 
v.'agon road connection is now had with' 
^orthport, on tho Spokano-Northorn 
railway, it » easy of access, iffaich is no 
unimportant factor in tho opening of a 
campi- 

A very promising gold find was made 
on Salmon River late last summer, which 
gives high average returns in free gold. 
The country, a sm.all amount of placer 
golil, has attracted tho atfontion of 
Nelson men as iv possible gold quartz 
field. On Toad mountain and in the dis- 
trict of Nelson wO' new discoveries have 
been made,, but aeit already has such 
properties as tho- .Sfilver King, D.mdy, 
lro(|Uois, Goldendale, Poorman, White- 
water and otiior.'ii upon which a v.ast 
amount of work has- been done, it is not 
necessary that new discoveries should be 
made in order to'insurethe success of the 
diatrict. 

So far as yet known, tha Silver King is 
without a peer; and- when tho hope which 
has been deferred so long is at last 
realized, this camp will at last take its 
propior place as a great mi-riing centre. 
At I'ilot ]!ay ivo h.-vvo evidenco of tho en- 
terprise of a gentleiiiau who has done 
much for NVesfc Kootonay. Dr. Ilendryx 
has made for himself tho proud record of 
furnishing tho Kootenay I:Jike diatrict 
with the first smoker^ whiolv makes it 
possible to reduce tlie ores^of the district 
into refined bullion. Mr. Firiell, who is 
associated with Dr. Hondrya, must bo 
well pleased vvlioii ho consid'jr.i tho great 
field which has been opened up by tho 
discovery of Slocan and f^aixleau. 

The Blue Bell mine oro can now be 
mixed with the other ores of tho district 
and a continual supply furnished without' 
fear of interruption. The- Pilot Bay 
smelter v,'ill cost when completed 81300,- 
000. 

The wharves constructed aro of a very 
permanent character and oxtoud for a 
distance of !f00 foot. 

Tho oflico building contains nine rooms 
and is fitted with tire-proof vaults. 

An assay oflico, 2.')xr)0feet, with a wing, 
2r)x2ri, has been coinpletod. These aro 
brick and iron, and are vory substantial. 

In addition to above aro a v.arohouso, 
.'i5>:C5 ; blacksmith shop, 2-4x4':> ; carpen- 
ter shop, 21x00 ; boiler house, -ISx.'iO ; 
smelter building, (iO.vffS ; sampling works, 
'.•.'^xl28 ; calcining furnaces in a building 
USxlTO, boarding house, throe stories and 
basement, accommodation for 100 mon, 
refinery buildiiig, 120x2tj, all brick 
inado in three drying houses, 30x50 each, 
Tho Ainsworth camp is making fair 
progress, and will be hoard from when 
tho others got down to solid production. 

A number of deals in proportioa have 
takou place, but tho camp has suffered to 
Bomo extent by the overshadowing in- 
fluence of Slocan. 

DevBlopmoiit work has been proceeded 
with throughout tlio season, notably in 
tho Centre Star, where Mr. (i. li. Wright 
has had oloven men employed driving a 
tuiinol. Tlio No. 1 and United aro 
i(uiot. Tho Noosha has boon continuous- 
ly represented, and tho Krao, Sky Lino, 
Littlo Donald, Spokane, Tiger, Lady of 
tho Lake, Mumic, Sultan, Bunker, 
Fourth, Edon and Crescent, Glengarry, 
Tain O'Shantor, Kootenay Chief, T'eii- 
derfoot, Tarill', Tjibby, Highlamler and 
others aro still to the foi-o with eicellent 
l>rospcct8 for the future. Wo understand 
that the Sky Line will be worked this 
winter on a largo scale. 

'J'ho history of tho discovery and sub- 
sequent opening of .Sloc.-m district is most 
absorbing to those who watch the march 
of ovonts in this province. To give an 
extended report of the wonderful trans- 
formation which has taken place since we 
wrote on this subject a jrear ago, is to re- 
peat an oft told tale, but ono which can- 
not fail to bo of interest to tho general 
public. 

Although less than a year has elapsed 
i>ince tho lirst transfer of mining proper- 
ty in Slocan was jihiced on record, :s220,- 
U'.'A in cold cash liau been paid formiiieral 
claims situate in the district. 

There are now 7'>0 locatioin on rocnnl 
in tho (illii.'o .'it New Denver. AsBcsHinont 
work lias lieon pcrfnniied on 1 2(1 luciit ions, 
only twenty- live clainiB being abandoned, 
Tho records show that 300 bills of sale, 
agreomonts and contracts liaro boon re- 
corded, and that ,Sr),"i 1,000 is still due 011 
sales and bonds.

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It may bo interesting to know that tho 
ore chute on the Bmianza, ono ol tho 
group of Noble Fivo, is 10 feet 7 inclies 
wide — 4i feet chlorides, 3. feet of galena 
and balance carbeuates. This, iji gener- 
ally admitted to bo the biggest ehowing 
in tho district, hut there are other jiro- 
pertios which also havo enormous ore 
bodies. The quality of ore ia more re- 
markable than the quantity, and it may 
be said, to the lasting credit of this 
camp, that it is tho richest in general 
average ever discororod in any country 
in tho world. It is to this fact more than 
any other that Slocan ovos its phenome- 
nal devehiiimcnt. 

Tho old ndago says, "When it raini it 
Iioura," and certainly West Kootenay has 
boon deluged this past season with min- 
ing discoveries. 

No sooner had Slocan become a stan- 
dard tojiic, when a new district was heard 
from, viz., Tho Lardeau. Tho country 
has been known for a long time past in 
general way, because of its accessability 
and usefulness as a railroad route from 
tho north ami of .Vrrow lako to the head 
of Kootenay lake. .Some places have 
also been worked at various ])eri(jdH, 
which iiiado'tlie district known to some 
of tho old timers, but iia a quartz district 
it was unknown. 

Tho Lardeau countiy stands relatively 
in the same position as .Slocan, ono year 
ago. 'J'he discoveries were made too late 
for laru'o devehqiiiionts to take place this 
season, but the size of the lodes and ex- 
tent of their ore bodies make it jiossible 
to state that its future is already assured, 
and next season will no doubt add richly 
to the discoveries already made, 

'J''lio centre of tho district is 'i'rout 
Lake, ;md having persnaally visited the 
spot, we know it to bo a paradise for 
lisheri'ien and hunters. At both ends cf 
the lako are Hats, which 'ft ill futnish fine 
.'iitnatioiis fm- towns, and as tho mines 
aro approached fnnu thuso points, it is 
safe to predict that lowiis v. ill ;-pring iij) 
there next year. 'J'ho various groups of 
mines known aro. Great N jrthorn and 
True Fissure, discovered by Messrs. 
Howns, Walker, Holton and Stobart 
— this is a bonanza; 0. F. Blackburn's 
group, six claims; Tlios. Homes' group, 
tour claims; I'ooli! »V- Crockell, two 
claims; lien. Raimie's group, with exten- 
sions owiioil Ijy ol hers. These aro -M 
situated on the north fork of tho Lar- 
do.'Ui and directly accessible from Arrow 
Lalio or Trout L'lko, 

On the ridge between tho South Fork 
and Trout J/ike aro situated the Abra- 
hainsoii Bros.' ^roiip of throe parallel 
lodes, tho Silver C^iip claim, owned by 
(ireat Norlliorn locators and other.!. 
'J'luiao claims can bo ajiproachod oitiicr 
from Trout Lako or tfie South Fork. At, 
tho hoad of the latter stream aro claims 
known as tho Oaincr group. Tlii.'? is on 
the same coiituct ,'is the Ilaskiiis, Wag- 
ner and Scvoy groups, only thu latter aro 
more easily ap|>roached from llidey 
Crei k, [\>. l!ie .south end of 'J'rout Tjake. 

The llaskins group is a vory remarka- 
ble exhibit and oidy confirms the generid 
oharaioter of the ore bodies in Lardeau, 
.The moab inteirpsting fealiuro of tho ores 
ialbhe amount of gold which accouipaiiios 



to ns much as the silvei" product, and 
this of course adds greatly' to tho im- 
portanco of tho district. [The average 
valuo will bo from 60 to 100 per cent, 
in gold and silver. This is distinctly 
high grade and when taken in conj'ju.'ction 
with the fact that tho ore bodies aro ?ory 
largo, we have a presentation, whi'.ch 
gives assurance of a great future for the 
district, without taking into account the 
diacoYorics which may bo made next 
aoason. 

Another district of great promise, but 
aa yet scarcely touched, ia what is known 
as tlio Duncan Rivor country. 'We may 
liav« to repeat, next year, libout this dis- 
trict, what we have already said about 
the Slocan and Lardeau holts, but in ad- 
dition thereto, wo look forward to tho 
discovery of a rich gold bolt on tho cast 
slope of tho Valley, as it ia lieroabouts 
that gold quartz lodes of great 
promiae have already. beSn ; found. 

Along tho line of the C.P.U. at llloeille- 
waot and Fish Creek a large amount of 
doveloiJinent work has been done, and it 
is notowortliv of remark that many pros- 
pects aro passing into tho hands of good 
Tnen, who have an abiding faith in tho 
future of dniiiis in the railway bolt. Tho 
Lanark ani'i Maple Leaf, properties are 
still tho uioiit important, and it is a mat- 
tor of regret that so much ore should 
remain in the mines when it can be sent 
to'jnarket. TSe'Elizab^tfv claim, on Fish 
Crock, r.-inka fi-^-st in importance among 
,niany good pros-jccts, and the Dunvegail 
18 expected to benomo a producer next 
'year, after lying idle for too long a time. 
Tho country to tho north, between lllo- 
cHlowaot and Big Bond, is yeb to bo pros- 
poctod, and will no doubt prove up good. 

In Eig Bond disJHot we- expect that 
good'gold quartz will bo found, as some 
very good ores woro brought iii.to' Uevel- 
stoke this fall. Tho Consolation inino 
and other gravel dig<,d;ig3 have' done very 
well, nil'.'.' wo hope will continuo to- do ao, 
aa much work has been done by'those in- 
terested. 

Some day the town o^'Ubvolstotto will 
wake up to find itself the centre of a L^reat 
mining district, and then v, o hope to see 
its smelter in operation. In Fast Koote- 
nay tho mining situation remains niuc-h 
the same, except a most important dis- 
covery was made in Fort Steele diatrict 
by .Ifis. Bourgeon, which will lift timt 
portion of tho country into ' grciit jironii- 
nenco. It is known as the North Star ; 
is between 20 and SO 'feet in width, and 
assays 40 OZ. silver. Wb are qpit^ sure 
that the people who have taken over this 
property will be turnings out buUioifc by 
next season. 

Tho 'J'luinder Hill, under Mr. IJi-.-idy's 
management, is the most important enter- 
priao in tho district, and has passed tho 
stage of exploration for. the more solid 
ono of production. Tho concentrating 
plant will boat work Iht Blarch next. 
Mr. Fred. Wells marketed a carload of 
ore at 'J''acoin,'t, which places '\^ennont 
Creek niino still at tlie front, and we 
understand that Messrs. Wells it Pollocl; 
intend to make continuous ahipments of 
oro to Taconia next year for troatmen.!;. 
If tho average obtained will roach s»mo 
as the last two cars, tlioy. -ivill rcalizo a 
handsome sum for the year's work. 

The St. Mary's distriot gives greatest 
promise of any porti-m of JCasb Koote- 
nay, as HO far tho largest oro body yet 
cllacovoreU lias lieon found there, and im- 
portant gold finds havo been made in the 
samo vicinity late this season. 

On Yancimver Island, a little placer 
mining baa been carried OU; by Chinese 
on several streams heading into Barclay 
Sound. Some development -work has 
been done on an cxtensLvo d&[)osit of 
quicksilver, on Sochart Inlet. A num- 
ber of lodges of gold-bearing (piartz have 
been treated, sanqiles of which have 
assayed very sauisfactorily. Little 
has as yot been doiio- ko-wards their 
dovelopmeiit, though thoro seems ovory 
reason to believe that gold-bearing quartz 
exists in considerable quantities in the 
bills adjacent to tho West Coast. Jron 
of the finest ((uality has been located in 
imnionse bodies in aevBral places along 
tho west coast of Vancouver Island, and 
convenient to the» water, in one or two 
cases on the water's edge.

Fire Onriu? the Vear. 

'Victoria's remarkable record of free- 
dom from fires carrying heavy loss 
or fraught with loas of human life con- 
tinued unbroken during 1892, only ono 

day ill tho year, tho soventh of Augnst, 
boing marked by a contlagr.'Uion of noto 
— the destruction of the temporary oilices 
und power house of tho National Electric 
Tramway and Lighting Co., and the 
simultaneous burning of several houses 
on Spring Ridge, where a bettor sujijily 
of water for firo purposes is urgently 
needed. Victoria West is also poorly 
protected, if protected at all, and one of 
tho first duties of the lire wardens of 
1893 will bo to meet tho demand in' this 
quarter. The record of fires for the past 
year is sumniarizod below :

Tho rei.nons why this 1'.; essentially a 
railway country, r.ro nu'.iit'rous. It 
was once said that British Co- 
lumbia was a. "Sea- of' AfountaiiH;" 
Hon. Edwardt* Blake »ade tbe atats- 
ment in one of his efsqnent ej>ecchcr 
-when he waa o;>posing fhb constTuction 
of tho 0. P. R, Many yrars nftorTiirds 
ho paid his first v^ait to tho Pacific Ceaat, 
and".vlien ho had arrived over tho samo 
uadi tlie construction of whi'ah he ha^ bo 
warn-d'/ declared a,'T»inot, his aentimor>t3 
and f'lyliiiga of ad-miration a-id wond,7r 
caused liim to reflec*; on his old tiins 
coinme:i(>,. but ho stilJ was forced to con- 
tend, l;o said, that there wei-s a few 
gentle mounds and elevations hero. No 
one who has an intimato knowledge of 
tho countt5iwiU dispute &iB second sonclu- 
sion. Thoro are undoubtedly a few 
"mounds .'irtd olovatiop.s." Some oven 
go so far as to say that there are many 
mountains, .md they n;»y bo con'cct. 
]5iit eii!.'ineerD and surveyo-ra and minors 
and jiroapoctors, and timb'jr cruisers and 
intending settlors, and speculators and 
everyone finaliy comes down to accspt 
tlio proposition without quibble tb^t 
if British Columbia is to develop as 
she should, if her vast natural resources 
are to be expoaeal and made use- of, if her 
mines and hor grazing and farming and 
fruit growing and timber lands aro to bo 
used to host advantage to build up a great 
country on this side of the Uockiea, there 
must bo better and more adecjuate chan- 
nels of conimuniqatioii, not only with the 
outside world, bub also within tiia . various 
districts and between many of tho grow- 
ing cities and towns. 

In many other countries, tho necessity 
having been pointed out and, as in a good 
many cases, tho funds being available, 
coloniznition roads and wagon roadi would 
bo built. To aome extent this applies to 
British Columbia, . but not nearly, so 
much as it does elsewhere. As has been 
said, the natural outline and appearance 
of the Province is against many easy 
wagon roads, and in many places tho 
climate is also a bar. But wiih tho ad- 
vances that havo been made in modoiii 
times in railway and tramway building,, 
it is now poaaible to construct, operate 
and maintain these modern means of 
transportation in many places where it 
would bo extremely difficult not to aay 
impossible, to drive a team or haul- a 
heavy load. Tho tiny double band o£ 
steel on which a train may creep snako- 
liko along tho narrow- pathway, up over 
tho torrent, through tunnela and between 
great boulders, would offer no induce- 
nipnts to a team of horses or oxen;, pro- 
gress would bo slower, nmre tedious and 
nioro costly, and finally it would bo 
found that it could only bo a condition 
of that activity and life which have 
characterized British Columbiana and 
made them known as pushing and ener- 
getic — that there must bo railways. 

'The liiatoiy of the iron horse and his 
more recently adopted twin brother tho 
electric motor, so fur as the Province of 
British Columbia is concerned, is brief. 
It was only a few yours ago, in 188(1, 
when the first through train was run over 
the 0. P. K. .Since then thoro havo boon 
many additions to that road, notably the 
Kootenay branch known as the Columbia 
and Kootenay, the Shuswap and Okana- 
gan branch to Vernon, and down nearer 
tho coast tho Mission branch which gives 
direct connection by rail with tho United 
States, the terminus of the latter branch 
boing New Whatcom. Prom New West- 
minster, also reached by tho C. 1'. 11., 
there has been another line of railway 
known as thoi Westminster Southern, 
built connecting with the territory of the 
State of Wasliington at Blaino and also 
giving through rail commiiiiicatiuii. Be- 
tween Vancouver and New West- 
minster a tramway lino has boon 
built joining the twin cities and render- 
ing travel to and fro easy and pleasant. 
The cities of Westminster and Tancou- 
vor have each their tramway service, and 
good ones they aro too. 

There are man}' other projects on 
hand to increase tho number of railways 
in various directions and fcr various pur- 
])oso3. Soino of these will commence at 
an early date, and others are now await 
ing the ari-angoiiients, financial and other- 
wise, that the projectors siro endeavoring 
to make. 

Oil Vancouver jslaud there has b 
built the Esnuinmlt A Nanaimo railway, 
which runs worn Victoria to Nanaimo and 
to tho coal fields further north. Victoria 
has been sup]died with a city tramcar 
service, and has also regular coinmiiiiica- 
tion in the s.inio way with l';.s(|uiiiialt. 
The Victoria & Sidney ivailway Co. will 
comiiienco wcn-k in the early spring, and 
great results are expected from tho open- 
ing up of the fertile country through 
which this line will run. 

Perhaps, however, tho most imiiierous 
onteriirises are to bo found in tho upper 
country, in t Imt far famed Kodteiiay, <if 
which .':o littlo has been known but which 
now promises to develop and i.s develop- 
ing into tho greatest producer of tliu 
precious minerals and metals on tliocnn- 
tiuent. From difieront points in this 
inagniticent district there aro already 
lines in course of construction, and :i 
general idea of tho progress in this direc- 
tion to bo oxjiected in the near future 
maybe had fr.iin a iierusal of the foUov,'- 
ing list of charters for railway purposes 
granted during the last two years and to 
bo applied for :

A good aample of tliCBO pressed brick 
can be Hceii in tho new lioard of Tr.ade 
building, the front of which is built from 
them. They are h.ard, iinu and well 
jiressed, aiitl have stood idl tho regular 
tests given tho imported article. 'Their 
regular building brick are also of 
iiigh quality and are favorites with tho 
cuiitractors and buiiders. 

Ainnng (he others yards located on the 
Satinich road may he noted those of 
Smith it I'ilford, M. Hiimber, C'onghlan 
& Mason, and .Jennings Brothers. 

All of these havo had a largo run dur- 
ing the season and havei turned out a 
good class of material which has done 
much toward tho advancement of tho 
city in the lino of buildings.

A SOLID BUSINESS. 



The Planner in Which Mr. D. R. Yonner 
Has Aided iu the Up-buildiug' 
. of Victoria. 



A Niimher of Fine Houses Erected— 
Predictloa for a Coming: Pros- 
perous Season. 



The progress mndo by tho city of Vic- 
toria during the past few years has been 
due in no small measuro to tho energetic 
meaauroa adopted by tho various real, 
estate and financial firms doing business' 
hero. Of course this comment appIicE' 
only to such linns as, by honestly per- 
foimiiig all contracts and in every 
case carrying out agreements made withi 
purchasers, Imvo advanced their owil 
interests and thoao of tho city as well. 

Prominent among such business men 
may be noted Mr. P. R. Young, the 
land and building broker. Mr, Young 
has been ono of those who have, even 
during the dull times, kojit money in cir- 
culation and furnished work for a great 
number. Dtiriiig tho suimnor past he 
has built twenty-two houses, spending iu 
connection with them some f'50,000. 
The daily pay roll to the various laborers 
has averaged from $65 to $75, something 
which will bo appreciated by the working, 
men of ^■ictoria, BB Well as tbe business- 
classes. 

A brief glance at the results of the 
season's operations by Mr. Young shows 
that there have been two houses erected 
on Oak Bay avenue at a cost of $3,000. 
On Stanley avenue the business has been 
larger, showing a total of nine dwellings, 
erected at a total cost of .S25,000. 

Iu Victoria West, .Slo.OOO worth of 
work has been let by contract and com- 
pleted to tho aatiafaction of all concerned. 
Spring liidgo has also been tho acono of 
active operations, so that in all, as waa- 
said before, aomo §50,000 worth of work 
shows up as tho veiy creditablo summary 
for tho year. 

This, of course, does not include tho 
regular land brokage business done, 
apart from tho building. These dwell- 
ings liave boon sold in almost every case 
to heads of families, who by means of" 
the easy terms oli'ered, wore enabled to 
become established in permanent homes, 
thus adding in a vcjy ..material manner 
to tho general advancement of the city. 

It is by being satisfied with a reason- 
able margin of jirotit, and an honeat en- 
(ieavor to aeo that purchasers get not 
only value received for money invested, 
but get it in a satisfactory manner, that 
Mr. D. II. Youug has succeeded in 
carrying on such : a sucpesisful business - 
when so many in a 'similar lino have done 
but comparatively little. 

Ill an interview with Mr. Young, a few 
days ago, a Coi.ONi.sr reporter asked : 

"What do you think of tho present 
outlook for the city of Victoria 2" 

"To my mind," was tho reply, "the 
matter:: stands this ; way,i -^her e; is /Mo > 
doubt but that wo have had a rather close- 
summer owing to several reasons. In the 
first place our sealing business has been 
very much disturbed and generally cut 
up to such an extent that the catch has - 
been very small tmd has represented an 
outlay far beyond tho uau.al amount. 

"Tho foreign lumber market has been..' 
for a variety of reasons quite dull, and 
tho same may bo said of the outside coal 
trado. Our fisheries, too, havo failed to 
turn out to the extent which it seems to 
me they should have done with care and 
attention, and ao, as 1 havo said before, 
tho season has been dull, but I am not 
discouraged, ,„ , ' 

"On the other hand, I see many 
reasons to predict a good year ahead. 
The Saaiiieb railroad bunda have been 
floated and that enterprise is now on a 
good footing. This alone will give em- 
ployment to many and put money, into - 
circulation. . .. . ' . 

"The various trahspoitation comp&nies 
havo now booked' nearly C,000 tourists 
who will visit our city during tho coming 
season, and it is well known that they 
not only leave money behind on ordinary 
expense's, but often make prominent in- 
veatments especially in places like this 
whero the opportunities for remunerative 
ventures are so large. _ ' 

"Tho Canada 'Western railroad is now 
is such a shape that we need no longer 
doubt but that it will be put through 
with all reasonable dispatch. This means 
more work, more money in circulation, 
and the opening up generally of a number 
of avenues for advancement, before closed 
for lack of means to take advantage of 
them. 

'Then again we havo the coneral ad- 
vantage of a now deal in the tidniinistra- 
tion of political allairs in the United 
States, and while 1 am politically opposed 
to Mr. Cleveland, I must acknowledge 
that tho outlook for Canadian business 
will no doubt be much better . under his 
administration. 

"Taking all these and many other in- 
dications into eonaideration, it is with - 
every feeling of confidence that myself 
and business men generally feel that the 
coming year ^^ill bo ono of greater 
activity than has been known in Victoria 
for a long time. 

"All this of course means an increase 
of business for the lines which I am fol- 
lowing, for there is no one business in. 
the world more e.-isily iiillnencod by the- 
general condition of atl'iiis than that of 
real estate and building. (iivo the 
masses work and they buy homes. This 
is, what will be done to a greater extent 
than ever before unless my predictions 
arc all wrong, and there is no reason to 
think they are." 

The opinions of Mr. Young regarding 
tho coming year iu Victoria aro only 
those of many other well posted business 
men in this and other lines.
